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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Hampden-Sydney  Represented  in  Con- 
gress and  on  Virginia  Supreme  Court 

WITH  the  election  of  the  Honorable  Burr  P.  Harri- 
son, '24,  of  Winchester,  Va.,  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  from  the  Seventh  District  of  Virginia, 
Hampden-Sydney  sends  another  man  to  our  House  of 
Representatives,  the  first  since  the 
death  of  the  much  lamented  Walter 
A.  Watson. 

Recently  also  Judge  Archibald  C. 
Buchanan,  of  Tazewell,  Class  of 
1910,  has  been  elevated  from  the 
bench  of  the  Twenty-Second  Cir- 
cuit to  a  seat  on  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Appeals  of  Virginia.  Judge  Buch- 
anan made  a  most  enviable  record 
as  nisi  prius  judge  and  is  eminently 
qualified  in  every  respect  to  fill  this 
high  position  of  dignity  and  trust 
on  our  highest  state  tribunal. 

Already  the  college  had  the  dis- 
tinction of  having  an  alumnus  on 
this  Court — Judge  John  W.  Eg- 
gleston,  1906,  of  Norfolk.  Judge 
Eggleston  has  taken  high  rank  on 
this  Court  and  has  a  gift  for  clear 
and  succinct  statement  of  the  case, 
a  quality  not  always  found  in  ju- 
dicial opinions. 

Hampden-Sydney  takes  pride  in 
calling  attention  to  these  distin- 
guished sons,  one  a  member  of 
the  Federal  Congress  and  the  other 

two  on  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Virginia. 

Dr.  Eggleston's  Account  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  Boys  1776-1778;  Their  Service 
in  the  War  of  the  Revolution 

THERE  will  appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue  a  review  of 
Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston's  account  of  Hampden-Sydney 
men — students  1 776-1 778 — who  served  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution.  This  fine,  painstaking  and  highly  compli- 
mentary review  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  calls  atten- 
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tion  to  this  most  valuable  contribution  to  the  history  of 
the  college.  The  book  has  not  yet  been  published,  but 
is  in  typewritten  manuscript  form.  It  is  the  result  of 
years  of  diligent  research  by  the  writer  in  the  Clerks' 
Offices  "in  a  number  of  counties  and  inquiries  made  of 
relatives  of  these  young  soldiers  and  from  various  other 
sources  which  were  available.  Dr.  Eggleston  has  been  at 
pains  to  verify  every  statement  he  had  made. 

One  will  perforce  be  struck  with 
this  remarkable  record  of  the  52 
who  served  in  the  Continental 
Army  and  the  Virginia  State  Mili- 
tia in  this  country's  struggle  for 
independence;  many  of  them  after- 
wards became  men  of  distinction 
in  this  and  other  states.  The  record 
is  all  the  more  remarkable  when  it 
is  recalled  that  the  roster  of  stu- 
dents during  the  first  years  of  the 
existence  of  the  college  is,  unfor- 
tunately, far  from  complete.  As  the 
writer  points  out,  it  is  reasonable 
to  conclude  that  the  number  actu- 
ally in  service  was  double  the  num- 
ber definitely  located,  and  that 
most  of  these  unknown  soldiers 
also  became  men  of  distinction.  It 
is  a  record  truly  remarkable,  and 
we  feel  that  it  is  not  surpassed  even 
if  equaled  by  any  other  institution 
in  the  entire  country. 

It  would  seem  that  there  would 
be  a  great  demand  for  this  work  by 
the  descendants  and  kin  of  these 
Hampden-Sydney  boys  who  served 
with  ability  and  distinction  in  our 
War  of  Independence,  and  later 
became  men  of  mark  in  the  new  nation  which  they  did 
so  much  to  establish. 

Send  in  Your  War  Record 

The  Alumni  Association  and  the  administration  are  most 
desirous  of  obtaining  data  with  regard  to  all  alumni 
and  students  of  the  college  who  served  in  the  armed 
forces,  merchant  marine  and  Red  Cross  in  World  War  II. 
In  each  issue  of  the  Alumni  Record  for  sometime  a 
questionnaire  has  been  published  with  the  request  that 
it  be  filled  out  promptly  and  returned  to  the  Alumni 
Office.   Great  disappointment  is  felt  at  the  comparatively 
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small  number  of  these  questionnaires  which  have  been 
returned. 

It  would  take  only  a  little  time  for  the  veteran  himself 
or  some  relative  familiar  with  the  service  record  to  fill  out 
and  send  in  these  questionnaires.  It  is  very  important 
that  these  records  be  obtained  as  quickly  as  possible  be- 
fore something  happens  by  which,  or  through  the  frailty 
of  memory,  the  data  may  be  lost. 

Some  1,700  alumni  or  students  of  the  college  served  in 
one  capacity  or  another  in  the  war,  the  hostilities  of  which 
terminated  nearly  18  months  ago.  Most  of  these  men 
were  officers  and  many  of  their  records  are  those  of  dis- 
tinguished service.  The  way  in  which  these  men  re- 
sponded to  their  country's  call  is  a  matter  of  the  keenest 
interest  and  pride  to  their  Alma  Mater.  Then,  too,  when 
the  roster  is  published  it  will  be  of  equally  great  interest 
to  the  families  and  friends  of  the  veterans,  and  will  be  the 
means  of  putting  this  record  in  permanent  form. 

The  names  of  those  gallant  sons  who  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice  will  ever  be  enshrined  in  our  hearts  and  memories. 


The  United  States  Government 
vs.  John  L.  Lewis 

WHAT  looked  like  national  economic  paralysis  and 
unparalleled  suffering  about  to  grip  us  during  the 
long  winter  months  when  John  L.  Lewis,  with  the  arrogance 
of  a  ruthless  dictator,  called  the  strike  of  the  400,000 
soft  coal  miners,  was  happily  averted  by  the  firmness 
which  President  Truman  displayed.  He  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  it  was  time  for  a  showdown,  and  instructed 
the  Attorney  General  to  take  action.  After  Judge  Golds- 
borough  held  Lewis  in  contempt,  fined  him  personally 
$10,000  and  the  Union  $3,500,000,  Lewis  tried  vainly  to 
deal  with  the  operators,  with  Secretary  of  Interior  Krug, 
and  finally  with  the  President.  All  turned  a  deaf  ear, 
whereupon  the  dictator  ran  up  the  white  flag  and  ordered 
his  miners  back  to  work. 

Even  so,  during  the  17  days  that  the  miners,  in  obedience 
to  Lewis,  had  stayed  out  of  the  mines,  all  the  wheels  of 
industry,  which  turned  at  all,  began  to  turn  slowly,  some 
had  ceased  to  revolve.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  workers 
in  those  industries  dependent  upon  the  coal  supply  were 
thrown  out  of  work,  and  the  number  was  increasing 
daily  by  leaps  and  bounds.  The  soft  coal  miners  alone 
lost  $62,000,000  in  wages,  and  millions  more  were  lost  by 
other  wage  earners. 

Everywhere  steps  were  taken  to  conserve  the  slender 
coal  supply.  Trains  were  cut  off,  factories  closed  down, 
brownouts  were  ordered  in  an  effort  to  conserve  fuel. 
Suffering  had  already  begun,  especially  among  the  poorer 
classes.  Not  even  during  the  war  when  strikes  impeded 
the  war  effort  was  the  time  more  propitious  for  Lewis  to 
put  in  motion  his  diabolical  scheme.  Winter  already  had 
begun  and  with  five  more  cold  months  just  ahead,  ap- 
parently he  thought  that  the  people  rather  than  submit 
to  the  inconvenience  and  suffering  would  put  pressure  on 
the  government  to  yield.  Not  so;  instead  the  great  ma- 
jority of  the  citizens  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was 
time  to  call  a  halt  in  appeasement,  and  made  ready  for  a 
long  siege.  They  were  willing  to  tough  it  out.  Not  only 
was  this  true,  but  certain  labor  leaders  in  other  fields 
became  restless  and  resentful,  and,  while  outwardly- 
standing  by  Lewis,  are  said  to  have  privately  urged  him 
to  yield. 


In  his  long  career  as  a  labor  leader,  Lewis  had  at  last 
met  defeat.  It  is  true  there  are  those  who  call  it  a  retreat, 
and  perhaps  that  is  the  better  term,  since  he  has  only 
directed  the  miners  to  go  back  to  work  until  March  31. 
This  would  indicate  that  at  that  time  he  will  again  seek 
to  exercise  his  authority  to  renew  his  demands.  However, 
if  the  Supreme  Court  will  uphold  the  decision  of  Judge 
Goldsborough  and  the  new  Congress,  when  it  meets  in  Jan- 
uary, will  enact  legislation  which  will  prevent  a  repetition 
in  the  future  of  any  such  action  by  John  L.  Lewis  or  any 
other  labor  leader,  our  recent  experience  will  be  worth 
while.  The  public  has  become  aroused  and  the  sover- 
eignty of  the  government  has  been  flagrantly  defied. 
Congress  should,  while  recognizing  the  rights  of  labor  and 
safeguarding  them,  put  on  the  statute  books  laws  fair 
to  both  labor  and  management,  not  forgetting  the  rights 
of  140,000,000  Americans. 

Dr.  Charles  William  Dabney,  1873, 
And  His  Co-Workers 

School  and  Society  in  its  issue  of  August  31,  1946,  re- 
ported thus:  "In  recognition  of  his  services  to  Southern 
education,  the  University  of  Florida  Chapter  of  Phi  Kappa 
Phi,  has  submitted  to  the  Society — and  to  the  educational 
profession  at  large — the  record  of  Charles  William  Dabney, 
one  of  the  Society's  founders  who  died  on  June  14,  1945. 
Dr.  Dabney  was  a  founder  and  charter  member  of  the 
Southern  Education  Board  and  was  director  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Information  and  Advice  on  Legislation  and  School 
Organization.  With  P.  P.  Claxton  and  J.  D.  Eggleston, 
Jr.  (Class  of  1886  and  President  Emeritus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College)  he  operated  a  Bureau  of  Publicity, 
established  at  the  University  of  Tennessee,  which  con- 
tributed to  more  efficient  administration  of  the  entire 
educational  system  of  the  state.  .  .  Dr.  Dabney  was  a 
man  of  vision  with  the  ability  to  execute  his  plans,  and 
throughout  the  ninety  years  of  his  life  he  was  looking 
forward  and  planning  for  the  future."  Much  that  has 
been  said  of  Dr.  Dabney  might  apply  fully  to  Dr.  J.  D. 
Eggleston,  his  helper  and  co-worker  in  the  period  of  Dr. 
Dabney's  constructive  service.  To  show  the  parallelism 
in  the  lives  of  these  two  able  men  would  be  interesting 
and  instructive. 

Dr.  James  Calloway  Clarke  in  Virginia 

Dr.  Clarke  of  the  Class  of  1920  began  his  ministerial 
work  at  Iron  Gate,  Va.  He  was  next  pastor  of  Calvary 
Presbyterian  Church,  Baltimore,  Md.;  called  from  there, 
his  pastorate  of  the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Uniontown,  Pa.,  began  seventeen  years  ago  (1929).  The 
Morning  Herald  of  Uniontown  of  October  7,  1946,  said: 
"Spiritually,  numerically,  financially  the  local  church  has 
made  marked  progress  during  his  17  years  here.  .  .  A 
man  of  vision  and  deep  spirituality,  Dr.  Clarke  has 
deepened  the  spiritual  life  not  only  of  his  own  church 
but  of  the  entire  community,  and  has  taken  an  active 
part  in  all  important  civic  projects  for  community  wel- 
fare. .  .  The  Second  Church  has  led  the  entire  Redstone 
Presbytery  in  giving  for  missions." 

Dr.  Clarke  is  now  pastor  of  Midden,  Wesley  Chapel, 
and  Campbell  Memorial  Presbyterian  Churches,  located 
at  Sharps  and  Weems,  Va.  His  home  is  at  Sharps,  Rich- 
mond County,  Va.

Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia 
December  25,  1946 
Dear  Alumni: 

Since  my  last  letter  to  you  I  have  been  to  Alumni 
meetings  in  Charleston,  New  York,  Norfolk  and  Rich- 
mond. All  four  were  splendidly  attended  and  it  was 
very  encouraging  to  see  the  different  chapters  getting 
back  on  a  normal  basis. 

Recently  in  Martinsville  I  had  an 
unexpected  pleasure.  I  went  there  to 
speak  on  Sunday  for  the  Campaign. 
Saturday  evening  I  was  surprised  by  a 
meeting  with  12  Hampden-Sydney 
men. 

I  am  told  by  those  who  know 
better  than  I  that  our  last  Home- 
Coming  was  the  largest  and  best  in 
our  history.  It  was  also  the  opinion 
of  some  that  we  had  the  largest 
crowd  ever  to  attend  a  function  of 
the  College.  Certainly  it  was  a  very 
satisfactory  day  for  those  of  us  here.  I  wish  every  Alumnus 
could  have  attended. 

In  spite  of  the  turmoil  in  the  educational  world,  we  have 
much  cause  for  gratitude.  I  believe  that  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  student  body  is  going  to  school  under  as  near 
normal  conditions  as  can  be  found  anywhere.  We  were 
more  than  willing  to  take  every  boy  we  possibly  could, 
but  our  facilities  are  such  that  we  can  go  but  so  far.  Our 
highest  enrollment  reached  410.  This  is  a  greater  number 
than  we  can  care  for  in  a  manner  we  would  prefer,  but  I 
believe  every  boy  has  a  good  room,  a  good  place  to  board, 
and  an  adequate  staff  to  look  after  him. 

Sixty  per  cent  of  our  enrollment  is  made  up  of  former 
soldiers.  In  the  main,  these  men  are  trying  hard.  They 
have  a  new  appreciation  of  the  value  of  education  and 
most  of  them  want  to  obtain  it  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  session  we  have  put  as  many  Freshmen  as  we 
could  in  Yenable  Hall.  The  plan  is  working  out  ex- 
cellently- Through  the  splendid  aid  of  a  fine  group  of 
upperclassmen  acting  as  Counsellors,  the  Freshmen  are 
receiving  a  fine  start.  I  only  wish  we  had  a  dormitory 
sufficient  to  house  all  the  first-year  men. 

For  several  reasons  we  have  had  a  very  difficult  time 
in  football.  The  last  two  Saturdays  the  team  has  won. 
I  wish  every  Alumnus  could  have  seen  the  contest  with 
Randolph-Macon.  In  spite  of  our  poor  start  and  other 
problems,  no  Hampden-Sydney  team  ever  displayed  a 
finer  spirit  than  the  boys  did  in  Ashland.  The  victories 
won  in  the  last  two  games  have  been  a  great  help  to  the 
whole  College.  We  play  our  last  game  on  this  coming 
Saturday  against  Sewanee.  I  am  glad  this  relationship 
has  been  started,  and  I  hope  it  can  continue  in  the  future. 

I  feel  that  the  time  has  come  when  we  must  have  an 
Athletic  Director  and  two  other  men.  We  have  never  had 
more  than  two  coaches  who  are  employed.  This  year  we 
have  received  splendid  help  from  Mr.  Reveley,  Henry 
Flanagan,  and  Charlie  Blanton. 

I  am  still  compelled  to  give  a  considerable  part  of  my 


time  to  the  campaign  in  the  Synod  of  Virginia  for  $500,000. 
I  had  hoped  very  much  that  we  would  be  through  by 
December  31  of  this  year.  We  could  have  been  but  for 
the  delay  in  several  of  the  strong  Presbyteries  of  the 
Synod.  There  is  nothing  that  we  can  do  to  force  the  issue. 
We  have  to  operate  by  invitation  and  this  causes  con- 
siderable impatience.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  we  are 
nearing  the  place  when  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  receive 
$100,000  of  the  appropriation  of  $200,000  of  the  General 
Education  Board. 

The  Alumni  Fund  to  date  is  nearing  $25,000.  One 
matter  of  interest  is  the  fact  that  we  have  a  larger  number 
of  contributors  at  this  time  than  we  did  last  year.  And 
because  of  the  large  number  of  our  younger  men  who 
have  reentered  school,  both  here  and  elsewhere,  we 
really  have  fewer  alumni  by  several  hundred  than  we  had 
last  year.

In 
this  way  every  Alumnus  can  have  a  part  not  only  in  the 
Annual  Fund  drive,  but  also  in  the  campaign  now  in 
progress.

Neale  H.  Oliver,  '45. 
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Judge  Archibald  Chapman  Buchanan, '10 
of  Virginia  Supreme  Court, of  Appeals 

Chief  Justice  Preston  W.  Campbell  in  September,  1946, 
retired  as  a  member  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Appeals  of 
Virginia,  "taking  ^jvith  him"  (as  an  editorial  in  the 
Richmond  News-L()der  expressed  it)  "the  unqualified 
respect  of  the  people  of  Virginia  and  their  thanks  for  a 
becoming  administration  of  the  highest  Appellate  Court 
of  the  'Commonwealth'."  Justice  Henry  W.  Holt,  of 
Staunton,  automatically  takes  the  place  of  chief  justice. 
The  vacancy  thus  caused  on  the  Court  has  been  filled 
by  the  interim  appointment,  by  the  Governor,  of  Judge 
Archibald  C.  Buchanan,  late  judge  of  the  22d  Judiciary 
Circuit  of  the  State. 

Judge  Buchanan  is  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1910 — 
one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  best — and  we  are  sure  that 
the  Bench  and  Bar  of  the  State  will  agree  with  Judge 
Buchanan's  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  that  no  better 
appointment  could  have  been  made.  Born  in  1890,  the 
new  justice  is  in  full  possession  of  his  maturing  mental 
powers  and  his  capacity  for  work;  he  has  had  a  pre- 
liminary training  for  his  high  office  which  has  shown  his 
ability  and  fitness;  he  is  an  outstanding  Christian  gentle- 
man of  high  character  and  purity  of  conduct.  In  tem- 
perament and  training,  in  industry  and  integrity,  in 
character  and  culture  he  is  fit  to  occupy  a  place  on  the 
court  to  which  he  comes. 

Since  1928,  Judge  Buchanan  has  been  a  valued  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 
His  Alma  Mater  is  proud  to  have  him  on  the  Bench 
with  another  honored  son,  Judge  John  W.  Eggleston,  of 
the  Class  of  1906,  a  Bench  in  the  recent  past  adorned 
also  by  the  brilliant  and  learned  Judge  Louis  Spencer 
Epes  of  1900. 

A  New  Year's  Message  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association 

To  All  Alumni: 

Those  who  have  lately  had  the  pleasure  of  a  conver- 
sation with  President  Gammon  or  who  have  heard  him 
address  any  group  have  been  impressed  by  his  emphasis 
upon  the  fact  that,  in  his  opinion,  Hampden-Sydney  has 
at  this  moment  the  greatest  opportunity  in  its  long 
history.     Here  are  some  reasons: 

1.  In  this  postwar  era  colleges  and  universities  through- 
out the  country  are,  of  course,  loaded  down  with  students. 
"Stretching"  of  facilities  and  faculties  to  meet  the  situa- 
tion has  resulted  in  the  creation  of  abnormal  conditions 
in  most  institutions.  Hampden-Sydney  by  its  location 
could  not  do  this.

2.  Splendid  progress  is  being  made  in  the  effort  to 
raise  $800,000  for  endowment  and  equipment,  the  com- 
pletion of  which  will  entitle  the  College  to  a  $200,000 
gift  from  the  General  Education  Board. 

3.  The  Synod  of  Virginia  is  evincing  an  increased 
interest  in  and  recognition  of  this  College  which  it  owns. 

4.  Alumni  interest  is  at  a  high  pitch  as  shown  by  the 
record  attendance  at  the  recent  Home-Coming.  It  is 
further  proven  by  the  high  percentage  of  participation 
in  the  Alumni    Fund. 


5.  Physical  equipment  is  in  excellent  condition  and 
there  is  no  burden  of  debt. 

6.  The  College  enjoys  the  admiration  and  respect  of 
the  educational  world.  It,  as  usual,  attracts  students 
of  the  highest  quality. 

Dr.  Gammon  is  working  night  and  day  to  take  ad- 
vantage of  our  favorable  situation.  He  is  "selling" 
Hampden-Sydney  and  its  advantages,  daily  gaining  new 
friends  and  supporters.  He  has  a  positive,  enthusiastic 
attitude.  Results  which  have  been  lately  accomplished 
in  the  Synod's  campaign  conducted  under  his  leadership 
prove  what  one  man  can  do  and  indicate  also  what  might 
be  done  by  a  large  group  of  alumni  working  in  behalf  of 
the  College. 

A  new  library  and  an  adequate  auditorium  are  no 
doubt  the  greatest  physical  needs  of  the  College.  The 
administration,  of  course,  has  its  plans  as  to  these  pro- 
jects. Let  us  as  alumni  not  overlook  these  needs  of  the 
College,  giving  our  support  in  every  possible  manner, 
taking  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  say  a  word 
for  Hampden-Sydney  in  our  communities  and  among 
those  who  might  be  interested  in  aiding  the  College 
financially.

Judge  Burr  Powell  Harrison,  Democratic 
Member  of  Congress 

When  Hon.  A.  W.  Robertson  was  elected  to  succeed 
the  late  Senator  Carter  Glass,  the  7th  Congressional 
District  was  left  without  a  Representative  in  the  House. 
To  fill  this  vacancy  the  Democratic  District  Convention, 
meeting  in  Staunton  in  September,  1946,  on  the  first 
ballot  nominated  Judge  Burr  Powell  Harrison,  '24,  of 
Winchester,  Va.  He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Hon.  Thomas 
W.  Harrison,  and  has  so  far  duplicated  his  distinguished 
father's  record.  Father  and  son  each  served  as  Common- 
wealth's Attorney  of  Frederick  County,  Va.,  as  member 
of  the  Virginia  Senate,  and  as  Judge  of  the  17th  Judicial 
Circuit  of  the  State;  and  the  son  will  serve  in  the  United 
States  House  of  Representatives  from  the  7th  District  of 
Virginia  as  did  his  able  father.  The  new  representative 
was  born  in  Winchester,  Va.,  July  2,  1904;  was  State 
Senator  in  1939  and  until  his  appointment  as  Judge  of  the 
17th  Circuit  in  December,  1942.  Judge  Harrison  married 
Miss  Dorothy  W.  Green.  His  friends  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  offer  warm  congratulations  and  best  wishes. 

Dr.  Johns  Heads  the  Surgeons 

At  its  last  meeting  in  Hot  Springs,  Va.,  the  Southern 
Surgical  Society  elected  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  of  Richmond, 
Va.,  to  be  president.  Hampden-Sydney  rejoices  in  this 
high  honor  to  the  president  of  our  Board  of  Trustees. 
Dr.  Johns  has  for  a  number  of  years  been  a  noted  sur- 
geon in  Richmond.  He  is  also  greatly  interested  in  civic 
and  religious  affairs.  He  is  one  of  our  most  loyal  and 
devoted  alumni.  Dr.  Johns  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1908. 


A  Gracious  and  Beloved  Lady 
Crosses  the  Great  Divide 

EVEN  in  this  day  when  women  in  large  numbers  have 
entered  the  business  field  and  to  a  lesser  degree  that 
of  politics,  a  woman's  influence  next  'o  that  in  the  home 
is  perhaps  greatest  among  students  or  was  in  the  days 
when  at  our  colleges  and  universities  many  women  con- 
ducted boarding  houses  for  them.  Often  they  were  widows 
who  having  lost  the  family  breadwinner  took  this  means  of 
making  a  livelihood  and  educating  their  children.  They 
became  a  highly  important  factor  in  the  life  of  the  college 
community.  Theirs  was  an  influence  impossible  to  meas- 
ure, and  they  were  uniformly  women  of  refinement  and 
culture. 

Such  was  Mrs.  Mary  Watkins  Reynolds  who  died 
during  the  Christmas  holidays  at  the  age  of  95  in  Miami, 
Florida,  where  she  had  resided  for  a  number  of  years  with 
her  daughter,  Mrs.  Nannie  Holloway. 

Only  the  older  members  of  the  community  can  now 
recall  this  charming  lady,  but  many  who  were  students 
in  the  90's  and  1900's  and  lived  or  boarded  at  her  home 
must,  at  the  tidings  of  her  death,  have  had  a  flood  of 
tender  and  happy  memories  of  this  gracious,  thoughtful 
and  motherly  lady,  the  beauty  of  whose  girlhood  days 
did  not  depart  from  her  with  advancing  years. 

Her  home  was  on  the  site  of  the  Johnson  house,  a  good 
^mile  from  where  the  road  leading  to  Five  Forks  leaves 
the  main  highway  to  Farmville,  just  a  little  beyond  the 
athletic  field.  Those  were  the  days  of  horse  and  buggy 
with  poor  roads  and  poor  or  non-existent  walkways;  but 
the  tramp  from  the  dormitory  to  this  place  of  cheer,  com- 
fort and  good  food  was  thought  as  nothing  by  those 
students  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  secure  it  as  a 
boarding  place.  There  was  at  one  time  what  had  been  an 
office  in  the  yard  occupied  by  some  two  to  four  students. 
They  called  it  "The  Shack"  and  esteemed  it  a  great 
privilege  to  occupy  it.  There  were  at  times  lodgers  in  the 
house,  but  the  Reynolds  family  of  five  sons  and  four 
daughters  pretty  well  pre-empted  its  available  space. 
This  house  burned  some  years  after  Mrs.  Reynolds  and 
her  family  moved  to  Newport  News.  All  of  the  sons  were 
at  one  time  or  another  students  at  the  college. 

No  doubt  the  charm  of  her  daughters  was  no  incon- 
siderable attraction,  but  the  sweetness,  graciousness,  un- 
failing kindness  and  sympathetic  understanding  of  the 
mother  must  have  been  the  chief  magnet  which  drew  them 
to  "Reynolds'  Ranch,"  as  the  students  affectionately 
called  it — a  place  that  not  only  met  the  need  of  appetizing 
and  nourishing  food,  but  warmed  the  heart  and  cheered 
the  spirit.  It  became  for  day  boarders  and  lodgers  alike  a 
veritable  haven. 

Two  other  women  who  filled  similar  places  in  the 
college  life  were  Miss  Susie  Venable  and  Mrs.  Bessie  C. 
Lacy,  both  of  whom  passed  away  a  number  of  years 
ago.  The  memory  of  these  two  to  which  is  now  added 
that  of  Mrs.  Reynolds  will  be  cherished  as  long  as  any 
who  knew  them  shall  live,  and  their  beneficent  influence 
will  still  carry  on  among  generations  to  come.

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The  Hampden-Sydney  Boys  of  1776-1778 


DR.  J.  D.  EGGLESTON,  alumnus  of  the  Class  of 
1886,  Presich'iu  of  the  College  (1919-1939),  Presi- 
dent Emeritus  ("930- )  loyal  friend  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  careful  student  of  its  history  and  traditions, 
has  finished  and  has  recently  had  bound  a  type-written 
manuscript  with  the  above  title. 

This  compilation  contains  a  brief  foreword,  an  ex- 
pression of  appreciation  of  the  generosity  of  Mr.  J.  E. 
Garland  who  made  the  work  possible,  and  of  the  kindness 
of  some  ladies  who  have  aided  in  the  task;  the  body  of 
the  narrative  (142  pages);  an  appendix  of  twenty-four 
pages;  an  Index  of  five  pages  and  a  Bibliography  of  four 
pages.  All  this  material  is  typewritten  in  double  spacing, 
except  the  quotations  used,  which  are  in  single  space  type. 
The  whole  is  fully  documented;  footnotes  at  the  bottom 
of  the  pages  give  references  to  the  authorities  mentioned 
in  the  Bibliography;  a  different  notation  marks  the  notices 
in  the  Appendix,  a  collection  of  valuable  material  which 
even  if  standing  alone  would  abundantly  justify  publi- 
cation. Probably  this  is  the  author's  opus  magnum, 
though  his  facile  pen  has  written  through  the  years  much 
history  and  biography  of  a  high  order  of  excellence. 

In  the  foreword  Dr.  Eggleston  describes  this  book  as 
"A  sketch  of  the  family  background,  the  war  experiences, 
and  the  subsequent  life  and  work  of  the  students  known 
to  have  been  on  the  Muster  Roll  and  of  those  known  to 
have  marched  to  Williamsburg  and  to  Petersburg  in  1777 
and  1778.  To  this  has  been  added,  both  in  the  body  of  the 
narrative  and  in  the  Appendix,  comments  that  are 
relevant,  near-relevant,  and  possibly  irrelevant,  but  which 
attempt  to  interpret  to  the  reader  the  spirit  of  the  times 
in  which  these  young  men  lived  and  wrought." 

The  Bibliography  contains  biography,  history  (state, 
national  and  church),  archives  (state  and  national),  deed 
books  and  wills,  magazine  and  newspaper  articles,  records 
of  historical  societies,  manuscripts,  journals  of  the  Virginia 
House  of  Delegates,  Land  Office  records. 

Thus  Dr.  Eggleston  has  dealt  with  a  subject  which  has 
hitherto  not  been  investigated  thoroughly  and  he  has  done 
it  with  great  care  and  with  surprising  success.  The 
reviewer  can  add  nothing  nor  can  he  subtract  aught;  his 
duty  is  to  report  what  he  finds  and  to  reproduce  in  brief 
and  rough  outline  what  the  author. has  set  forth  in  com- 
plete and  attractive  form.  The  reader  of  this  review  must 
constantly  bear  in  mind  that  the  copy  is  but  a  pale  and 
imperfect  representation  of  a  vivid  and  picturesque 
original,  and  that  the  reviewer  has  made  no  attempt  to 
report  the  work  of  "the  boys"  after  the  war — a  very 
interesting  part  of  Dr.  Eggleston's  narrative. 

Who  were  these  Boys  of  1 776-1 778?  The  tradition  has 
been  that  there  were  65  in  the  College  Company;  but 
until  Dr.  Eggleston  began  his  search  the  names  of  only  a 
few  were  known.  College  catalogues  were  not  published 
until  the  annual  catalogue  of  the  session  1821-22;  Faculty 
minutes  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  were  either 
incomplete  or  were  lost.  Thus  there  was  "regrettable 
imperfection,"  as  Dr.  Bagby  expressed  it.  Dr.  Eggleston's 
indefatigable  diligence  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
place  and  people  have  enabled  him  to  find  the  names  and 
war  records  of  a  majority  of  those  who  wore  "the  hunting 
shirts  dyed  purple  and  coonskin  caps, "and  who  responded 
to  the  call  of  the  Governor  in  1777  or  who  hurried  to  the 
defense  of  Petersburg  in   1778.     Note  carefully   that  no 


attempt  is  made  to  include  the  total  contribution  of  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College  to  the  armies  of  the  Colonies.  Many 
others  "went  out  from  its  halls"  at  a  later  period  of  the 
conflict  as  in  the  passing  months  they  became  eligible  for 
service. 

Officials  of  the  College  of  Hampden-Sydney  were 
prominent  among  the  friends  of  Independence*.  "Twelve 
of  the  twenty-one  members  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of 
Prince  Edward  County  at  this  time  or  a  little  later  were 
closely  identified  with  the  College."  One  member  was  the 
scholarly  gentleman,  S.  S.  Smith,  Rector  Elect. 

In  such  an  atmosphere  and  with  such  examples,  it  is 
no  wonder  that  the  students  of  the  early  years  were  eager 
to  go  to  the  front  to  enter  the  path  of  danger  that  leads 
to  glory  or  the  grave;  brave  young  spirits  always  feel 
that  way.  Mr.  George  Craghead,  a  student  at  the  period 
covered  by  Dr.  Eggleston's  narrative  and  quoted  by  him, 
writes:  "Mr.  John  Blair  Smith  was  chosen  Captain  of  a 
company  of  the  students  over  sixteen  years  of  age,  about 
65  in  number;  Mr.  David  Witherspoon  (a  teacher)  was 
lieutenant;  and  Mr.  Samuel  Venable,  son  of  Nathaniel, 
was  chosen  ensign,  and  every  student,  although  under  16 
years  of  age,  was  mustered  every  month."  All  this  was 
done  before  July  30,  1776.  Dr.  Eggleston  explains  this 
promptness  and  fervor  of  the  student  body  by  giving  a 
brief  summary  of  the  attitude  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  towards  the  war  already  begun  at  Lexington 
and  Concord.  He  mentions  Col.  William  Cabell,  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Burgesses  which  met  at  Raleigh  Tavern, 
member  of  the  Central  Committee  of  Safety  of  the 
Colony  of  Virginia;  member  of  the  Virginia  Convention  of 
1775  and  of  the  Convention  of  1776  which  instructed  the 
Virginia  Delegates  in  Philadelphia  to  vote  for  Inde- 
pendence; Paul  Carrington,  Sr.,  with  record  similar  to 
that  of  Colonel  Cabell;  Patrick  Henry,  whose  resolutions 
and  speeches  had  been  arousing  the  Colonies  for  a  decade, 
and  who  drew  up  the  Charter  for  the  College  in  1783; 
Archibald  McRobert;  James  Madison,  Jr.;  John  Morton; 
Colonel  John  Nash,  Jr.;  David  Rice;  Colonel  Thomas 
Read;  Richard  Sankey;  Samuel  Stanhope  Smith;  Colonel 
John  Tabb;  Nathaniel  Venable;  Francis  Watkins;  Peter 
Johnston,  Sr.,  the  man  who  gave  98  acres  at  the  head  of 
Hudson's  Branch  as  a  site  for  the  new  "Seminary  of 
Learning,"  the  only  Tory  on  the  Board — 13  of  these  were 
members  of  Committees  of  Safety — John  Todd,  of  Louisa, 
Presbyterian  Minister,  and  James  Venable,  a  ruling  Elder. 
Thus,  as  Dr.  Eggleston  quotes  Joseph  McMurran,  Class 
of  1852:  "Though  they  were  deeply  engaged  in  their 
studies,  the  patriotism  of  the  Sires  burned  in  the  bosoms 
of  the  Sons." 

Who  were  some  of  these  sons?  Dr.  Eggleston's  suc- 
cess in  answering  this  question  is  due  to  his  wide  reading, 
his  untiring  energy  in  search,  and  to  his  marvelous 
sagacity  in  following  casual  clues.  He  apparently  has 
left  no  stone  unturned  that  might  bring  to  light  some 
fact  previously  unknown.  He  has  given  us  the  back- 
ground of  these  student  soldiers  in  rich  detail  and  the 
story  of  their  later  lives;  the  reader  wonders  at  the 
breadth  and  depth  of  his  research,  and  withal  finds  the 
record  one  of  absorbing  interest. 


*Unless  authors'  names  are  given,  quotation  marks  indicate  state- 
ments from  Dr.  Eggleston's  manuscript. 
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Three  officers  of  the  company  as  organized  have  already 
been  mentioned.  This  organization  had  been  effected 
early  in  1777.  When  the  call  for  help  came  from  Governor 
Henry,  William  Bibb  administered  the  oath — Company 
One  was  ready  and  marched  away  to  Williamsburg;  the 
route  taken  is  not  known.  Duty  done  and  danger  past, 
the  Governor  publicly  thanked  the  soldier  boys  and  they 
were  discharged  from  service  for  a  time,  "some  to  con- 
tinue their  studies  in  College  after  vacation,  others  to 
enlist  in  the  Continental  Army  or  in  the  Virginia  Militia. 
At  Hampden-Sydney,  when  the  second  session  opened, 
the  Military  Company  continued  its  muster  and  its  drills; 
and,  in  1778,  those  sixteen  years  of  age  and  over  marched 
to  Petersburg  to  defend  that  town  against  a  threatening 
invasion."  The  narrative  deserves  full  discussion,  but — 
we  must  pass  on  to  learn  at  least  the  names  of  the  privates 
in  the  ranks,  many  of  whom  played  important  parts  in  the 
subsequent  tragic  drama  of  war,  but  of  whom  adequate 
notice  has  not  before  been  taken.  In  this  connection  it 
must  be  stated  that  Dr.  Eggleston  has  proved  that  at 
least  two  Samuel  Venables  were  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College  in  1776-78;  one  the  ensign,  son  of  Captain  Na- 
thaniel Venable,  and  the  other  a  son  of  Mr.  Abraham 
Venable.  After  these  he  found  Wade  Mosby  (1761-1834), 
who  served  with  this  Company  at  Williamsburg  and 
again  at  Petersburg  the  next  year,  then  left  College  and 
became  2d  lieutenant  under  his  brother,  Littleberry 
Mosby,  later  was  adjutant  of  the  regiment  under  Captain 
Robert  Hughes  and  fought  at  the  Battle  of  Guilford. 
Samuel  Hackley  (1755-1776),  ensign  elect,  did  not  serve 
at  the  front;  taken  down  with  fever  he  died  July  30,  1777. 
Horatio  Turpin  (1755-1826)  was  a  member  of  the  Com- 
pany of  Hampden-Sydney  Boys;  later  he  joined  the 
Cavalry  with  Wade  Mosby  and  was  lieutenant  and 
captain.  Abraham  B.  Venable  (1758-1811),  soldier, 
statesman,  banker  in  later  life,  "had  the  privilege  of 
marching  to  both  Williamsburg  and  Petersburg."  Thomas 
Watkins  (1761-1797)  in  1777  was  16  years  old,  marched 
away  with  the  Company,  acquired  a  taste  for  war,  became 
captain  of  dragoons  and  served  to  the  close  of  the  con- 
flict. Two  of  his  grandsons  were  governors  of  States — 
Thomas  Watkins  Ligon  of  Maryland,  Henry  W.  Allen 
of  Louisiana. 

Philemon  Holcombe,  Jr.  (1762-1834)  lacked  only  three 
months  of  being  16  when  the  Company  marched  to 
Williamsburg;  like  Clement  Carrington,  he  may  have 
begged  successfully  to  be  enrolled.  "We  do  not  know, 
but  he  marched  to  Petersburg  in  1778  with  the  student 
company,  and  later  organized  a  company  of  his  own." 
Philemon  Holcombe,  Jr.,  Charles  Scott,  S.  W.  Venable, 
all  were  members  of  the  band  of  65,  and  were  lieutenants 
when  Captain  Watkins  and  his  Company  fought  so  well 
at  Guilford. 

Mr.  Thomas  Scott  moved  from  Gloucester  to  Prince 
Edward  in  1759.  His  sons  were  Francis  (1756-1813),  John 
Baytop  (1761-1814),  Charles  (1763-1819),  Thomas  T. 
(1765-1821).  Thomas  T.  Scott  was  in  the  muster;v"but 
was  too  young  for  service  with  the  boys  of  1777-1778. 
Francis  was  a  captain  in  Lee's  Legion;  John  Baytop  Scott 
was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  and  was  a  Captain  in  the 
War  of  1812  also;  Charles  Scott  served  with  distinction 
in  Lee's  Legion  and  after  the  war  was  a  man  of  wealth 
and  influence.  These  three  brothers  are  to  be  counted 
among  those  who  marched  with  the  Company  to  Williams- 
burg and  Petersburg. 

Another  Holcombe  able  to  qualify  for  the  march  to 
Petersburg  was  Henry  Holcombe  (1 762-1 824),  son  of 
Grymes  Holcombe  and  cousin  of  Philemon  Holcombe,  Jr. 


He  later  was  a  captain  and  was  a  distinguished  Baptist 
minister.  From  his  letters  Dr.  Eggleston  has  gleaned 
much  that  is  interesting,  as  also  from  that  of  George 
Craghead  (1759-1851),  one  of  t'\e  early  students  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  a  mender  of  the  Company 
and  later  a  distingished  lawyer  of  Li'nenburg. 

James  Mitchel  (1747-1841),  teacher  and  minister, 
"joined  the  Company  of  Hampder,-Sydney  boys  in  July 
1776,"  he  was  pastor  at  Bedford,  Va.,  for  55  years.  John 
Springer  (1 744-1 798),  student  and  tutor  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  "a  man  of  giant  stature,  was  a  member  of  the 
Company  that  marched  to  Williamsburg,"  he  was  after- 
ward, active  in  missionary  work  in  Georgia.  James 
Chesley  Daniel  (1762-1841),  son-in-law  of  Nathaniel 
Venable,  was  one  of  the  youthful  members  of  the  Com- 
pany. His  daughter,  Judith  C.  Daniel,  widow  of  Mr.  Joel 
Watkins,  was  the  second  wife  of  Dr.  Samuel  Lyle  Graham, 
of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  Charles  Wingfield 
(1819),  "was  recommended  in  Albemarle  County  for  a 
lieutenancy;  his  experience  in  making  the  two  marches 
with  the  Company  no  doubt  helped  him  in  securing  the 
appointment."  In  a  long  discussion  of  the  Hudson- 
Wingfield  connection  Dr.  Eggleston  says:  "It  cannot 
be  doubted  that  some  of  the  Hudson  boys  enrolled;  but 
thus  far  no  proof  has  been  found."  John  Price  (1763- 
1847),  one  of  the  24  children  of  Pugh  Price  and  "a  sturdy 
lad  riding  over  from  his  mother's  home,"  was  old  enough 
to  drill  with  the  Company,  "but  not  of  the  age  to  answer 
the  call  of  Governor  Henry."  Thus  his  claim  for  member- 
ship in  the  Company  seems  doubtful.  Joseph  Morton 
Venable  (1761-1833)  was  a  son  of  James  Venable,  a 
trustee  of  the  College  and  active  in  securing  subscriptions 
for  it;  he  was  enrolled  in  the  College  at  this  time,  "and 
was  of  age  to  march  with  the  Company,  but  it  is  not 
known  whether  he  did  so."  John  Neville  Hughes  (1763- 
1842)  was  of  the  muster,  "he  left  Hampden-Sydney  at 
the  age  of  15,  enlisted  in  the  Revolutionary  Army  and 
served  to  the  end  of  the  war." 

Dr.  Eggleston  lists  the  Carrington  boys,  sons  of  Judge 
Paul  Carrington:  George  Carrington  (1758-1809);  Clement 
Carrington  (1762-1847);  Paul  Carrington,  Jr.  (1764-1816), 
who,  though  at  College  with  his  brothers,  could  not 
have  been  a  member  of  the  Company;  but  he  served  as  a 
gallant  soldier  later  on.  These  Carrington  boys  are  the 
young  fellows  for  whom  their  father  was  permitted  to 
build  a  house  on  the  academy  land,  a  project  which 
Captain  Nathaniel  Venable  duplicated  for  the  benefit  of 
his  sons  and  other  boys.  With  the  Carringtons  and  Vena- 
bles must  be  listed  the  Cabells:  William  Cabell,  Jr.  (1759- 
1822),  who  "had  the  golden  opportunity  to  be  of  the  stu- 
dent Company  which  marched  to  both  Williamsburg  and 
Petersburg,"  and  who  in  time  of  peace  was  a  man  of 
great  activity  and  usefulness;  Joseph  Cabell,  Jr.  (1762- 
1831),  a  member  of  the  Company  in  1778,  after  the  war 
was  a  prosperous  citizen  of  Henderson  County,  Ky. 
Dr.  George  Cabell  (1766-1823),  Landon  Cabell  (1765- 
1834),  Hector  Cabell  (1768-1807)  were  students  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  during  this  period  1776-78, 
but  while  they  no  doubt  drilled  with  the  older  boys  they 
were  too  young  to  be  enrolled  as  soldiers  in  the  Company. 
Dr.  Eggleston  has  inserted  in  his  narrative  a  long  and 
instructive  notice  of  the  Cabells  and  their  kin.  A  brief 
epitome  would  only  mar  a  story  of  historic  interest. 

James  Wilson  ( Ca.  1799),  tutor  in  1777-78,  was  a 

chaplain  in  the  American  Army.  He  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  when  the  Company  was  called  to  Williams- 
burg. "It  is  a  safe  assumption  that  he  was  a  member 
of    that    Company."       Samuel    Doak,    Jr.    (1749-1830), 
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graduate  of  Princeton  in  1775,  was  both  teacher  and 
student  (of  theology)  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1776.  His 
subsequent  distinguished  career  as  soldier  and  citizen 
justifies  the  surmise  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Company 

of  1777-78. 

Ezekiel  Evans  Parks  (175 8?- 1827?)  "may  safely  be 
put  in  the  number  of  those  who  enrolled  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1776,  and  he  was  old  enough  to  be  one  of 
those  to  answer  the  Governor's  requisition."  He  certainly 
later  served  under  Captain  Andrew  Baker  and  was 
wounded  at  Whitsell's  Mill. 

Charles  Woodson  (1759-1786),  youngest  son  of  Captain 
Obediah  Woodson,  was  certainly  at  Hampden-Sydney 
in    1776  and   1777  and  was  old  enough    "to    be  in  the 

privileged  65."     William  Madison  (1762- ?),  brother 

of  James  Madison,  Jr.,  Trustee  of  the  College  and  later 
President  of  the  United  States,  "was  a  member  of  the 
Company  that  marched  to  Petersburg."  He  was  a 
distinguished  soldier — unlike  his  famous  brother  who  was 
a  man  of  peace. 

Joel  Watkins,  Jr.  (1758-1824),  "was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  its  first  years  .  .  .  and  had  the  thrill  that  comes 
once  in  a  life  time  when  he  answered  the  Governor's  call 
to  defend  the  Capital  of  the  Commonwealth."  His 
obituary  notice  says:  "Colonel  Joel  Watkins,  of  Bucking- 
ham County,  was  a  patriot  of  the  Revolution,  a  worthy 
citizen,  and  a  man  of  the  strictest  integrity." 

Peter  Johnston,  Jr.  (1763-183 1),  was  the  eldest  child  of 
Mr.  Peter  Johnston,  Sr.,  a  warm  friend  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  though  a  Tory.  The  son  was  an  en- 
thusiastic supporter  of  the  cause  of  the  Colonies.  His 
schoolmates  and  close  friends  were  entering  the  service. 
The  result  is  briefly  stated  by  Alexander  Garden:  "Peter 
Johnston  at  the  age  of  16  eloped  from  the  College  and 
joined  the  Legion  (i.  e.,  Lee's  Legion)  as  a  volunteer." 
After  the  war  he  was  chosen  judge  of  the  General  Court  of 
the  State. 

William  Branch  Giles  (1762-1830),  the  gifted  debater 
and  skilled  parliamentarian,  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
in  1776  or  the  winter  of  1777,  followed  Samuel  Stanhope 
Smith  to  Princeton  in  1779,  as  did  many  of  the  students 
of  the  Academy  (College).  Too  young  to  accompany  his 
mates  to  Williamsburg,  he  was  ready  for  the  march  to 
Petersburg.  Later  he  was  U.  S.  Senator  from  Virginia  and 
Governor  of  the  State. 

Richard  N.  Venable  (1763-1838),  a  member  of  the 
student  muster,  was  too  young  to  serve  in  the  Company. 
Later  he  was  a  Lieutenant  in  the  Colonial  forces,  and 
through  life  a  loyal  friend  of  the  College. 

Samuel  Shepard,  Jr.  (1762-1862),  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  its  earliest  years.  He,  no  doubt,  drilled  with 
the  Company  and  was  eligible  for  service  in  1778;  but 
family  tradition  has  it  that  he  left  College  in  1778  to  join 
the  army. 

Colonel  Clement  Read,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Nash,  his  wife, 
"had  four  sons  and  one  daughter;  the  four  sons  attended 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  two  of  them  in  1776-78,  the 
others  later."  Clement  Read  III,  the  oldest  (1759-1781), 
after  being  a  member  of  the  Company  died  in  service  in 
Richmond.  John  Nash  Read  (1763-1826)  was  legally  too 
young  to  be  one  of  the  65,  but  possibly  "he  was  able  to 
persuade  the  officials  to  enroll  him  in  September,  1778." 
He  later  served  well,  "was  at  Guilford,  at  Cowpens,  and 
in  other  engagements." 

Two  Branch  brothers  were  among  those  who  drilled 
with  the  College  Company:  Daniel  Branch  (1761-1792) 
and  Matthew  Branch  (1764-1823).  Both  were  students 
at  Hampden-Sydney;  but  we  know  nothing  as  to  their 


war  record  there. 

Among  the  children  of  Mr.  John  Scott,  of  Amelia 
County,  were  Joseph  Scott  (1760-1828)  and  John  Scott 
(1762-1835).  Both  were  students  and  eligible  for  service 
in  the  expedition  to  Petersburg  and  both  served  in  the 
Virginia  line  later. 

John  S.  Langhorne  (1760-1797),  student  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  was  certainly  on  the  march  to  Petersburg  in  1778. 
In  May,  1779,  he  was  sworn  in  as  2d  Lieutenant  of  Prince 
Edward  Militia  and  was  Major  of  Militia  in  1785. 
Valuable  historical  information  is  contained  all  through 
Dr.  Eggleston's  narrative  of  the  Langhornes. 

John  Macon  (1757-1793)  was  at  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1 778,  probably  had  entered  in  1776.  "If  physically  able — 
he  was  among  the  fortunate  ones  who  marched  in  1777  and 
1778."  In  1780,  he  was  selling  wheat  and  beef  to  the 
Continental  Army! 

The  Bibb  family  was  prominent  in  Virginia  and  else- 
where in  the  early  days.  William  Bibb,  son  of  John 
Bibb,  of  Goochland  County,  Va.,  was  steward  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney in  1776.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Prince 
Edward  Committee  of  Safety  and  a  Captain  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Two  of  his  sons,  natives  of  Prince 
Edward,  were  governors  of  Alabama.  Richard  Bibb  (1752- 
1839),  brother  of  William  Bibb,  entered  Hampden-Sydney 
College  as  a  candidate  for  the  Episcopal  ministry.  "He 
was  in  the  Student  Company  until  May,  1778."  Dr. 
Eggleston's  sketch  of  Richard  Bibb  is  most  interesting. 
He  says  in  part:  "He  was  one  of  the  planters  of  the  South 
who,  owning  many  slaves,  were  financially  able  to  free 
them  and  to  establish  a  fund  to  maintain  them  until  they 
could  provide  for  themselves.  This  cost  him  more  than 
#100,000."  In  his  best  style  Dr.  Eggleston  pays  his 
respects  to  Professor  Albert  Bushnell  Hart  for  writing  that 
"out  of  all  the  Southern  planters  of  that  period  (1799- 
1833)  .  .  .  George  Washington  and  John  Randolph  were 
the  only  ones  who  actually  freed  their  slaves."  For  this 
outburst  of  untrue  history  Dr.  Eggleston  says  and 
proves  that  "This  is  a  sweeping  generalization  exhibiting 
an  equally  sweeping — and  deliberate — ignorance."  One 
of  Mr.  Richard  Bibb's  sons,  a  graduate  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  great  Class  of  1 791,  George  M.  Bibb,  was  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Kentucky,  United  States 
Senator,  and  Secretary  of  the  U.  S.  Treasury. 

Dr.  Eggleston  writes:  "From  Mr.  William  S.  Morton, 
Class  of  1880,  I  learned  that  Matthew  Marable,  Jr.,  was 
at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1776;  his  name  was  added  to  the 
list  of  the  lost-and-found  alumni.  There  are  many  puzzles 
in  this  Marable  study."  Lack  of  positive  evidence  pre- 
vents the  claim  that  sons  of  Captain  John  Morton,  many 
of  whom  were  in  their  father's  Company,  were  also 
students  of  the  College  in  1776-78  and  thus  of  the  "Privi- 
leged Group."  Dr.  Eggleston  adds:  "One  is  led  to  believe 
that  Lieutenant  George  Foster  and  Joshua  Davidson — 
both  of  Prince  Edward  County  and  both  members  of 
Lee's  Legion — were  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Boys  .  .  . 
yet  there  is  no  proof."  Alas!  We  fear  that  proof  will 
never  be  found;  for  it  is  not  likely  that  future  research 
will  develop  more  than  has  resulted  from  Dr.  Eggleston's 
patient,  scholarly,  and  successful  study.

ON  THE  TRAIL  OF  AN  ELUSIVE  VIRUS 

This  is  the  title  of  an  editorial  in  the  Richmond  Times- 
Dispatch  of  November  13,  1946.  Doctors  everywhere  are 
trying  to  find  in  what  way  a  person  is  infected  with 
infantile  paralysis  (Poliomyelitis)  in  order  to  stop  it  at 
the  source.  An  article  on  the  subject,  written  by  Dr. 
Holcombe  McGavock  Robertson,  appeared  in  the  Novem- 
ber issue  of  the  Virginia  Medical  Monthly.  The  editorial 
in  the  Dispatch  gives  a  summary  of  Dr.  Robertson's 
conclusions  as  follows:  "Mosquitoes  (or  other  insects) 
appear  earlier  in  warm  regions.  The  insect  bites  a  polio- 
virus-infected  animal  .  .  .  and  then  bites  another 
animal;  a  human  eats  this  animal  or  its  products,  and, 
unless  immune,  develops  a  case  of  polio.  The  decline 
of  the  number  of  polio  cases  toward  the  winter  months 
may  be  accounted  for  by  the  decline  in  the  number  of 
animals  transformed  into  carriers  by  the  bites  of  insects 
which   all   but  disappear  as   the  weather  turns   colder." 

Thus  far  Dr.  Robertson,  according  to  the  editorial. 

A  casual  reading  of  the  remainder  of  the  report  gives 
one  the  impression  that  the  writer  of  the  editorial  is 
inclined  to  think  that  the  good  doctor  made  a  mistake 
by  not  consulting  the  aforesaid  editorial  writer  before 
publishing  his  article.  He  evidently  has  a  feeling  that 
he  could  have  made  valuable  suggestions. 


Dr.  H.  W.  Blanton  Discusses 
Loeffler's  Syndrome 

In  the  Virginia  Medical  Monthly,  Vol.  72,  November, 
1945,  Dr.  H.  Wallace  Blanton,  '12,  a  well-known  and 
busy  physician  of  Richmond,  Va.,  published  an  article 
under  the  caption  "Observations  on  Loeffler's  Syndrome 
— Report  of  Four  Cases."  The  discussion  is  highly 
technical,  but  even  to  an  ignorant  layman  it  is  evident 
that  the  author  has  made  a  close  study  of  the  literature 
of  the  subject  and  is  very  familiar  with  symptoms  and 
treatment. 

The  disease  was  first  described  by  William  Loeffler  in 
193 1.  Since  then  much  has  been  written  about  it  in 
Europe  though  comparatively  little  notice  has  been  taken 
of  it  in  America.  With  scientific  patience  and  meticulous 
care  Dr.  Blanton  tells  what  has  been  done  along  the  line 
of  investigation  by  many  physicians  in  Europe,  in  Pales- 
tine, and  in  China.  This  resume  is  followed  by  a  record 
of  four  cases  in  his  own  practice,  illustrated  by  X-ray 
pictures  of  patients'  condition  before  and  after  treatment. 
The  disease  appears  in  the  chest;  there  is  cough  and 
wheezing;  the  X-ray  shows  shadows  in  the  lung — possibly 
allergic  reaction;  asthma  is  frequently  a  precursor; 
shadows  usually  disappear  temporarily  after  injection  of 
adrenalin  (epinephrine). 

The  following  is  given  as  a  summary  of  the  article's 
content: 

The  literature  of  pulmonary  infiltrations  (Loeffler's 
Syndrome)  has  been  given. 

Four  cases  of  the  trouble  have  been  reported. 

The  effect  of  epinephrine  in  these  cases  has  been  noted. 

The  etiology  and  pathology  have  been  discussed. 

The  extensive  bibliography  is  of  a  nature  to  please 
the  good  doctor's  old  German  teacher,  as  it  proves  his 
ability  to  read  German  after  many  years  of  disuse.

A  Portrait  of  Colonel  Peter 
Saunders  Unveiled 

Colonel  Peter  Saunders,  of  the  Class  of  1913,  born  in 
Rocky  Mount,  Ya.,  in  1890,  was  son  of  the  late  Hon.  E.  W. 
Saunders,  a  gifted  man  and  learned  lawyer  of  sixty  years 
ago.  The  son  practiced  law  in  his  native  county  1914- 
1922;  was  secretary  and  confidential  friend  of  five  Gover- 
nors of  Yirginia;  was  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
1930-38,  and  died  in  Richmond  July  23,  1945.  To  do  him 
honor,  a  portrait  was  furnished  by  his  friends  and  ad- 
mirers, and  was  unveiled  at  his  native  place  on  September 
28,  1946,  the  presentation  address  being  delivered  by  an 
intimate  friend,  Governor  Tuck,  who  expressed  profound 
gratitude  "to  the  sagacious  and  lovable  Peter  Saunders, 
for  wise  counsel,  encouragement,  and  devotion."  The 
Governor  added:  "He  was  scrupulously  honest  in  his 
relations  with  his  fellowmen  ...  he  was  gentle  and 
courtly  .  .  .  his  example  should  animate  us  all  to  a  higher 
and  renewed  consecration  to  worthy  and  unselfish  de- 
votion to  our  country  and  our  kind." 

The  Bicentennial  of  Rockfish 
Presbyterian  Church 

{With  acknowledgment  to  the  Waynesboro  News — Virginian) 
On  September  27,  1946,  this  church  in  Nelson  County, 
Va.,  celebrated  the  200th  anniversary  of  its  establishment. 
At  the  time  of  its  founding  in  1746,  the  land  on  which  it 
stood  was  in  Albemarle  County,  which  was  cut  off  from 
Goochland  in  1744.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  Samuel 
Black,  of  Pennsylvania.  Records  were  kept  at  times;  in 
some  years  the  church  grew,  in  others  it  seemed  ready  to 
die. 

In  1849,  the  church  was  reorganized  under  the  super- 
vision of  a  Committee  of  West  Hanover  Presbytery. 
During  the  year  1853  the  present  brick  church  was 
erected.  From  that  time  the  connection  of  the  church 
with  Hampden-Sydney  College  became  closer.  From 
1854  to  1883  the  pastor  was  the  Rev.  B.  M.  Wailes, 
father   of   the   Rev.    Robert   A.   Wailes,    Class   of    1877, 


brother-in-law  of  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  President  Emeritus. 
Later  Rev.  R.  B.  Eggleston,  Class  of  1886,  was  pastor  and 
C.  E.  Harris,  '80,  was  one  of  his  elders.  The  home  of 
Mr.  Harris  was  destroyed  by  fire  and  the  church  records 
were  lost.  After  this  for  a  period  the  church  was  supplied 
by  students  from  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  and 
by  Dr.  E.  C.  Caldwell,  of  the  Class  of  1898,  as  stated 
supply.  The  Rev.  J.  P.  Proffitt,  '13,  was  pastor  for  nine 
years  during  which  time  the  membership  greatly  in- 
creased, two  chapels  were  organized  and  a  manse  was 
built.  Rev.  John  M.  Duckwall,  '22,  was  pastor  1927-1939. 
The  present  pastor  is  Rev.  W.  E.  Orndorff,  '35.  Thus  for 
well-nigh  100  years  friends  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
and  its  alumni  have  done  much  good  service  in  this  field. 
At  the  commemorative  services  Dr.  Proffitt  preached; 
Dr.  H.  W.  McLaughlin,  1893,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Duckwall 
made  brief  remarks. 

Distinction  for  John  E.  Muncaster,  '88 

The  1945  issue  of  the  Year  Book  of  the  American  Clan 
Gregor  Society,  which  has  recently  come  to  hand,  states 
that  the  Farmers  Club  of  Sandy  Spring,  Md.,  presented 
to  Mr.  John  E.  Muncaster,  Sr.,  a  gold  watch  because 
of  his  services  to  the  Club  since  191 1.  The  following 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  Farmers  Convention  in 
February: 

"Whereas;  Praise  is  too  often  withheld  until  it  is  too 
late  to  benefit  those  for  whom  it  is  intended,  and 

"Whereas;  John  E.  Muncaster,  Sr.,  has  been  out- 
standing in  such  service,  having  served  successively  as 
Secretary,  \  ice  President  and  President  of  this  Farmers 
Convention;  Secretary  of  the  Montgomery  County  Agri- 
cultural Society,  and  other  organizations,  besides  being 
a  practical  farmer  as  well,  and 

"Whereas;  In  particular,  he  has  just  completed  thirty- 
five  years  service  as  Secretary  of  the  Senior  Farmers 
Club, 

"Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved:  By  this  73d  Annual 
Farmers  Convention  of  Sandy  Spring,  this  23d  day  of 
February,  1946, 

"That  we  do  hereby  publicly  acknowledge  our  sense 
of  debt  to  John  E.  Muncaster,  Sr.,  and  wish  to  express 
our  hope  that  he  may  now  fully  enjoy  the  leisure  he  has 
so  richly  earned." 

Mr.  Muncaster  is  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1888,  and 
has,  since  191 1,  been  treasurer  of  the  Clan  Gregor  Society. 


Bishop  Moody  Opposed  to  Union 

At  the  recent  triennial  convention  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  Baltimore  one  of  the  matters  under  discussion 
was  the  proposed  union  with  the  Presbyterian  Church. 
As  reported  in  the  Baltimore  Sun,  the  Right  Reverend 
William  R.  Moody,  '22,  Bishop  of  Lexington,  opposed 
the  union.  Calling  himself  a  low  churchman  from  Yirginia, 
he  told  of  his  life  as  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney 
College  and  of  his  friends  in  the  Presbyterian  communion. 
"But  this  is  Calvinism,"  he  declared,  "and  I  can't  take 
Calvinism.  I  don't  want  a  new  church."  At  least  one 
of  his  old  teachers  wonders  if  he  repudiates  the  Thirty- 
Nine  Articles  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  Unless 
Articles  17  and  18  have  been  omitted  from  the  list  since 
this  old  teacher  was  a  youth,  one  who  "takes"  those 
articles  must  swallow  Calvinism. 
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The  Memorial  Service 


A  memorial  service  for  the  fifty-three  Hampden-Sydney 
men  who  fell  in  World  War  II  was  held  in  College  Church 
at  11:00  a.  m.,  October  19.  This  service  was,  as  intended, 
the  feature  of  the  Home-Coming  occasion.  The  stately 
old  church  was  completely  filled.  In  the  audience  were 
many  of  the  parents  and  other  kinsmen  of  the  men  on 
the  Roll  of  Honor.  One  of  the  Gold  Star  mothers  has 
written  so  beautifully  of  the  service  that  the  Record 
has  gained  permission  from  her  to  publish  her  letter. 
And  following  Mrs.  Lorraine's  letter  is  the  prayer  offered 
by  the  Rev.  W.  T.  Williams,  whose  youngest  son,  George 
Bruce,  is  among  the  fallen.  This  prayer  is  printed  at  the 
request  of  a  number  of  those  in  attendance  upon  the 
service.

Memorial  Address  by  Doctor  Francis 
Pendleton  Gaines 

OF  these  Hampden-Sydney  men,  may  I  be  permitted 
to  say,  as  I  said  of  the  Washington  and  Lee  boys: 

"We  do  not  gather  today  because  they  need  our 
praise.  There  is  no  testimony  of  our  lips  that  could 
add  to  the  epitaph  of  their  fame;  there  is  no  creden- 
tial that  we  can  bring  to  enlarge  their  achievement, 
so  perfect  and  so  complete — although  they  were  so 
young;  there  is  no  light  of  our  devotion,  however 
purely  it  burn  before  the  altars  of  remembrance, 
that  could  enhance  the  radiance  of  their  beautiful 
lives." 

Nor  is  it  within  my  province  or  my  power  to  attempt 
today  an  answer  to  this  mystery,  why  the  wisdom  of 
God  should  call  them  from  us,  these  who  were  among 
the  noblest,  these  whose  bright  gleams  of  promise 
still  dazzle  us.  The  only  suggestion  I  ever  heard  is  too 
fanciful  perhaps  to  command  serious  attention;  but  its 
imagery  is  so  close  to  the  experience  of  us  all  that  my 
own  mind  has  played  with  the  lovely  thought.  Said 
one  philosopher  of  the  eternal  enigma: 

"But  this  life  is  merely  a  preparatory  stage,  a  kind  of 
fitting  school  for  the  higher  level  where  all  knowledge 
and  all  attainment  wait  for  us;  and  some  among  us  com- 
plete the  course  more  quickly  than  others  who  yet  stumble 
imperfectly  in  conquering  our  tasks;  and  those  gifted 
and  happy  ones  send  up  to  the  Divine  Examiner  their 
completed  quota  of  entrance  units — the  gentleness  of 
spirit  and  the  courage,  the  capacity  for  devotion  and 
the  willingness  to  sacrifice,  the  Christ-like  competence 
that  in  order  to  find  life  knows  how  to  lose  it.  They 
have  been  admitted  while  we  still  wait." 

It  is  possibly  too  fanciful,  this  attempt  at  seeing  the 
inner  meaning  of  the  plan  of  God.  But  we  can  assure 
ourselves  that  though  that  plan  of  God  be  large  in  mystery 
it  is  larger  in  love.  We  strengthen  our  faith  that  some 
day  we  shall  see  them  and  shall  claim  them  as  our  own. 
Said  the  prince  of  the  songs  of  faith  as  he  looked  on  his 
own  dead  boy:  "He  shall  not  return  to  me — but  I  shall 
go  to  him." 

"  When  I  consider  life  and  its  few  years — 
A  wisp  of  fog  betwixt  us  and  the  sun, 
A  call  to  battle,  and  the  battle  done 
Ere  the  last  echo  dies  within  our  ears    .    .    . 
/  wonder  at  the  idleness  of  tears. 
Ye  old,  old  dead  and  ye  of  yesternight, 
Chieftains  and  bards  and  keepers  of  the  sheep, 
By  every  cup  of  sorrow  that  you  had 
Loose  me  from  tears  and  make  me  see  aright 


How  each  hath  back  what  once  he  stayed  to  weep, 
Homer  his  sight,  David  his  little  lad." 

If  there  be  a  message  for  us  on  this  memorial  day  it  is 
probably  that  these  our  boys,  so  recently  our  students, 
have  suddenly  become  our  teachers.  They  bring  us 
guidance,  interpretation  of  things  we  greatly  need  to 
know  again. 

They  tell,  for  example,  more  eloquently  than  any 
phrase  or  paragraph,  how  costly  and,  therefore,  how 
precious  are  the  things  that  we  might  otherwise  take  for 
granted. 

Charles  Peguy,  the  French  poet  as  translated  beautifully 
by  the  Greens,  says  in  a  penetrating  thought: 

"  Everything  begins  in  mysticism  and  ends  in  politics. 
The  interest,  the  question,  the  essential  is  that  in 
each  order,  in  each  system,  mysticism  be  not  de- 
voured  by  the  politics  to  which   it  gave  birth." 

Do  you  see  what  he  means?  My  political  privileges 
seem  conventional.  Tomorrow  I  may  go  to  the  church 
of  my  preference;  later  I  may  cast  an  unfettered  ballot; 
I  may,  if  so  disposed,  offer  a  frank  criticism  of  any  public 
official.  These  are  so  unconsciously  accepted  by  me  as 
my  rights  that  I  forget.  I  forget  that  for  me  to  have 
those  rights  men  have  dreamed  and  men  have  dared 
and  men  have  died. 

In  the  casual  and  conventional  assertion  of  my  rights 
I  lose  the  beauty  of  that  mysticism,  I  forget  the  splendor 
of  that  dream,  a  dream  that  men  might  be  free,  might 
be  trusted  to  receive  the  truth,  liberated  to  inquire  and 
to  think  and  to  speak  and  to  pray  as  their  conscience 
told  them.  But  we  almost  lost  the  dream;  we  were  all 
but  overwhelmed  by  a  world  of  intolerance,  of  terrorism, 
of  brutality,  of  the  enslavement  of  souls.  These  boys 
died  that  we  might  preserve  the  privileges  which  we  had 
claimed  so  long  that  we  had  forgotten  the  great  price 
and  the  great  value. 

But  they  have  taught  us,  too,  these  dead  boys  of  ours, 
a  new  recognition  of  importance.  The  inner  significance 
of  things  is  clearer  to  us  because  they  dared  so  much  to 
make  plain  the  changeless  principles.  We  had  in  our 
student  body  a  brilliant  and  handsome  boy,  regarded  in 
the  pre-war  days  as  something  of  a  radical.  I  think  he 
was  radical  only  in  that  he  was  inclined  toward  a  philo- 
sophical pacifism;  to  him  war  seemed  so  stupid  as  to  be 
indefensible;  in  a  world  where  age  and  disease  and  relent- 
less circumstance  brought  us  so  much  of  woe,  it  was 
incredible  that  we  should  then  enlarge  the  burden  of 
sorrow  and  grief  by  slaughtering  each  other.  But  war 
came  and  war  claimed  him.  Not  long  before  he  winged 
his  way  into  the  everlasting  dawn,  he  wrote  a  campus 
friend  in  words  so  simple  that  we  may  not  perceive  that 
they  contain  the  essence  of  human  wisdom:  "I  have 
learned  much  in  these  few  months.  I  know  now  that 
there  is  nothing  important  in  the  world  except  the  issue 
between  right  and  wrong;  and  at  whatever  cost  the 
wrong  must  be  suppressed  and  the  right  must  be 
triumphant." 

At  whatever  cost,  my  boy.  Yes:  because  he  believed, 
perhaps  we  can  believe  more  confidently.  Because  he 
set  before  us,  who  loved  him,  the  drama  of  his  ultimate 
fidelity,  perhaps  we  can  be  more  faithful. 

Already  there  are  among  us  those  who  assert  that  we 
must  forget  the  war,  and  all  that  pertains  to  it.  Some 
of  these  who  clamor  thus  are  the  materialists,  the  selfish 
ones,  who  are  tired  of  idealism,  or  the  pretense  of  idealism, 
and  who  clutch  and  grasp  their  disproportionate  share 
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of  the  dreadful  harvest  of  seeming  prosperity,  the  harvest 
planted  in  our  faith  and  watered  by  the  richest  blood 
of  our  race.  But  some  who  argue  thus  are  the  parents 
and  the  teachers  of  this  day  of  our  reaction.  "Other 
children  are  coming  on  now,"  say  these  older  ones,  "and 
they  must  not  be  given  a  heritage  of  somber  memories. 
These  children  are  young  and  are  entitled  to  live  their 
lives." 

Ah,  my  friends,  but  these,  the  boys  who  went  and 
came  not  back  again — they,  too,  were  young. 

To  forget  these,  our  own,  is  the  final  treason,  the 
greatest  dishonor.  To  remember  them  is  to  see  the  highest 
ideals  strangely  and  beautifully  and  perpetually  alive. 

I  hope  I  do  no  irreverence  if  I  remember  that  a  mystic 
writer  of  the  long  ago,  seeking  the  answer  to  the  deep 
religious  query  in  our  souls,  found  his  answer,  the  satis- 
fying answer.  He  said:  "And  the  Word  became  flesh 
and  dwelt  among  us;  and  we  beheld  His  glory." 

Thus  the  priceless  privileges  which  we  have  earned 
through  the  centuries,  the  values  that  give  life  its  mean- 
ing, the  eternal  loyalties  that  command  our  souls'  devo- 
tion, these  things  became  flesh  for  a  time  in  these  boys, 
and  we  beheld  a  glory. 

They  must  not  be  forgotten.  In  the  counsels  of  the 
nations  for  whose  holiest  purposes  they  died,  they  must 
not  be  forgotten;  upon  this  campus  where  for  a  little 
time  they  knew  happy  friendship  and  the  serenity  of 
enveloping  peace,  they  must  not  be  forgotten;  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  need  inspiration  for  worthiness  and  for 
honor,  they  must  not  be  forgotten.  Venturing  to  speak 
at  this  moment  for  them,  I  commit  them,  men  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  to  your  everlasting  keeping.  They 
are  now  among  your  patron  saints.  Be  it  forevermore 
your  high  virtue  and  your  praise  that  you  are  true  to 
them  and  that  you  follow  them.

Football  Field  Dedicated  to  Staff  Ser- 
geant F.  G.  Williams  at  Camp  Lee 

Frederick  Guerrant  Williams,  '37,  was  a  son  of  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  John  M.  Williams,  of  Petersburg,  Va.  He  was 
inducted  into  service  at  Camp  Lee  on  March  14,  1942. 
Trained  at  Camps  Knox  and  Shelby  and  at  Fort  Jack- 
son in  the  States,  he  was  also  at  a  camp  in  Canada; 
served  with  871st  Tank  Battalion  of  an  Armored  Divi- 
sion, and  left  for  overseas  duty  on  October  29,  1944. 
As  staff  sergeant  (in  the  79th  Division)  attacking  a 
German  Battalion  Command  Post  at  Stattmatton, 
France,  he  was  killed  January  6,  1945.  Besides  his 
parents,  he  was  survived  by  two  brothers  and  three 
sisters,  and  by  his  widow,  who  before  her  marria'ge  was 
Miss  Carter  B.  Munt.  On  November  28,  1946,  dedica- 
tion ceremonies  of  a  football  field  were  held  at  Camp 
Lee,  constructed  in  honor  of  Staff  Sergeant  Williams, 
who  was  an  outstanding  football  player  at  high  school 
and  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  Brigadier  General 
R.  C.  L.  Graham,  U.  S.  A.,  presented  to  Dr.  John  M. 
Williams,  as  a  tribute  to  his  son,  a  memorial  plaque, 
commemorative  of  the  occasion.

MEMORIAL 

At  this  first  meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni 
Association  of  Charleston  since  the  termination  of  World 
War  II,  it  is  fitting  and  proper  that  we  should  formally 
pay  tribute  to  one  of  the  hero  sons  of  our  Alma  Mater 
who  made  the  supreme  sacrifice  in  the  service  of  his 
country. 

Benjamin  Spottswood  Preston,  Jr.,  first  lieutenant, 
United  States  Marine  Corps,  of  the  Class  of  '36,  was 
killed  in  action  in  the  original  invasion  of  the  Marshall 
Islands  on  February  1,  1944. 

To  those  of  us  who  knew  the  character  and  spirit  of 
"Spot"  it  was  no  surprise  to  learn  that  he  met  his  death 
under  circumstances  calling  for  courage  and  valor  over 
and  beyond  the  call  of  duty.  His  heroism  was  attested 
by  a  posthumous  award  of  the  Navy  Cross,  one  of  the 
nation's  highest  citations. 

In  the  service,  as  in  his  school  and  business  life,  "Spot" 
carried  high  ideals  and  strength  of  character  that  made 
him  a  worthy  son  of  his  College.  The  sorrow  and  regret 
at  his  passing  may  be  better  borne  by  the  knowledge 
that  his  personality  and  ideals  will  long  be  remembered 
and  cherished  by  his  friends  and  fellow  alumni. 

Bluefield  Alumni  Meeting 

A  most  interesting  and  inspiring  meeting  of  the  Blue- 
field  Area  Alumni  was  held  in  the  home  of  Edwin  C. 
Wade,  1324  Whitethorn  Street,  Bluefield,  W.  Va.  Dinner 
was  served  in  the  Recreation  Room  at  6:30  p.  m.,  Sep- 
tember 28,  and  the  decorations  were  in  keeping  with  the 
fall  season. 

Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon,  President  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
was  present  and  gave  a  most  interesting  and  informative 
talk  on  the  activities  and  future  plans  of  the  College. 
He  reviewed  the  working  and  benefits  of  the  Alumni 
Fund  and  emphasized  the  fact  that  revenue  from  this 
source  was  equivalent  to  an  endowment  of  a  million  or 
more  dollars  and  it  made  possible  improvements  that 
could  not  be  made  otherwise.  He  also  discussed  the 
campaign  to  raise  $500,000  for  the  College  and  progress 
that  had  been  made  to  date.  There  was,  a  spirit  of 
optimism  among  those  present  and  in  Dr.  Gammon, 
that  this  campaign  would  be  100%  successful.  Dr. 
Gammon  also  told  some  interesting  things  about  the 
Navy  Program  at  Hampden-Sydney  and  some  of  the 
benefits  the  College  received  from  it.  Many  questions 
were  asked  and  free  discussions  followed  Dr.  Gammon's 
address. 

Short  talks  were  made  by  Judge  A.  C.  Buchanan,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  from  Tazewell,  Va., 
and  by  George  Richardson,  Jr.,  a  prominent  attorney 
of  Bluefield,  W.  Va.  Dr.  Samuel  W.  Moore,  a  former 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  made  a  prayer  for 
the  College,  its  faculty  and  the  future  success  of  the 
institution. 

The  formal  meeting  was  followed  by  an  informal  dis- 
cussion of  the  good  old  days  at  Hampden-Sydney  and 
every  one  present  contributed  some  interesting  facts 
about  the  College  during  the  time  he  was  a  student  on 
"The  Hill."

The  Southern  Scholar 

Several  months  ago,  The  Record  published  a  sketch 
of  Dr.  C.  B.  Wallace,  1880,  written  by  a  classmate  whose 
affection  for  the  good  Doctor  is  as  strong  and  real  as 
before  the  almond  tree  flourished  and  the  grasshopper 
was  a  burden. 

But  lovi?ig  efforts  ill  supplied 
The  strength  of  life's  exhausted  tide. 
The  Nashville  Tennessean  Magazine,  of  November  17, 
1946,  contained  a  biography  of  Dr.  Wallace  by  Miss  (?) 
Louise  Davis — a  biography  in  every  way  worthy  of  him. 
Two  copies  of  this  have  reached  the  Alumni  Office — one 
sent  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Morton,  a  classmate  and  fraternity 
brother  of  Dr.  Wallace;  the  other  sent  by  Mr.  R.  L. 
Sager,  '24,  principal  of  the  Montgomery  Bell  Academy  in 
Nashville,  one  of  the  excellent  old  fitting  schools  of  the 
South.  We  wish  that  this  article  could  be  copied  for  the 
readers  of  The  Record,  for  it  gives  a  true  picture  of  the 
Southern  scholar,  the  skillful  and  conscientious  teacher, 
the  Christian  gentleman  whose  life  and  work  it  portrays. 


Mr.  William  Elliott  Jones,  1901, 
Honored  in  Louisiana 

The  highest  honor  in  the  gift  of  the  American  Sugar 
Cane  League — life  membership  in  the  organization,  con- 
ferred upon  only  eight  men  in  the  existence  of  the  League 
— was  presented  to  Mr.  William  Elliott  Jones  on  August 
15,  1940.  This  alumnus  is  uncle  of  Mr.  P.  Tulane  Atkin- 
son, who  named  his  younger  son  William  Elliott  for  his 
distinguished  kinsman. 

In  1906  Mr.  Jones  made  his  home  in  Louisiana.  After 
a  few  years  he  was  put  in  charge  of  a  large  sugar  plantation, 
and  soon  found  that  the  sugar  industry,  the  basic  agri- 
cultural interest  in  the  State,  was  threatened  with  de- 
struction by  the  spread  of  the  Mosaic  Disease.  Realizing 
that  something  must  be  quickly  done,  Mr.  Jones  obtained 
a  few  stalks  of  the  disease- resistant  P.  O.  J.  Sugar  Cane 
from  the  experimental  hothouses  in  Washington.  Only 
21  eyes  survived  the  transportation;  but  these  good  eyes 
were  the  ancestors  of  the  present  great  sugar  cane  growth 
of  Louisiana.  The  intelligent  and  continued  efforts  of  Mr. 
Jones  have  enabled  the  sugar  industry  to  survive  the 
Mosaic  Disease  which  had  caused  the  state  a  loss  of 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  together  with  much 
human  suffering.  In  addition  to  the  Life  Honorary 
Membership  in  the  League,  Mr.  Jones  received  also  a 
gold  plaque  to  commemorate  the  occasion;  and  by  the 
orator  of  the  day  he  was  tendered  "deep  appreciation  and 
gratitude  for  your  able,  untiring,  unselfish,  and  highly 
intelligent  work  in  our  behalf."

Frank  Fitzgerald  Thweatt,  Jr.,  '21 

Three  members  of  the  Class  of  1921  served  in  both 
World  Wars — P.  Cary  Adams,  Eugene  H.  McGuire,  and 
Frank  F.  Thweatt,  Jr. 

Thweatt  is  now  a  Senior  Surgeon  in  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service.  In  January,  1946,  he  was  Commanding 
Officer  at  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital,  Portland,  Me.;  later 
he  was  transferred  to  a  similar  post  at  Louisville,  Ky. 
Now  he  is  in  charge  at  the  U.  S.  Marine  Hospital,  Ellis 
Island,  New  York. 

Air  Medal  Awarded  Posthumously  to 
Lt.  Alfred  Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr. 

The  Air  Medal  has  been  awarded  posthumously  by 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  Fbrrestal  to  Lieutenant  (jg)  Alfred 
Lennox  Lorraine,  Jr.,  U.  S.  N.  R.,  for  "obtaining  a  com- 
plete photographic  coverage  of  the  Japanese  installations 
in  the  Palau  Islands  area." 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church,  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  1846-1946 

The  Centennial  Committee  of  this  Church  is  headed 
by  Professor  William  Walton  Bondurant,  a  native  of 
Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  a  high-ranking  graduate 
of  the  Class  of  1899,  once  a  Fellow  and  Tutor  in  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  and  for  years  prominent  among  the 
educators  of  Texas.  A  handsome  booklet  has  been  pub- 
lished by  the  committee — "not  a  history  of  the  church, 
but  simply  an  outline  of  its  growth  and  development 
through  the  first  hundred  years." 

Hampden-Sydney  College  takes  special  interest  in  the 
San  Antonio  Church  because  of  the  connection  with  it 
of  Hampden-Sydney  men.  As  mentioned  above,  Professor 


Bondurant  is  an  elder  and  has  been  since  1907.  His 
nephew,  Mr.  W.  T.  Bondurant  of  the  Class  of  1918,  has 
been  a  deacon  since  1933.  Dr.  P.  B.  Hill,  1902,  was 
pastor  of  the  church,  1925-1940;  his  pastorate  was  one 
of  rapid  growth  for  the  church,  and  Dr.  Hill  became  one 
of  the  best  known  citizens  of  San  Antonio  and  was  popu- 
lar throughout  the  state.  Its  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney 
hope  for  the  continued  growth  and  usefulness  of  this 
great  church. 


Robert  Clyde  Lewis,  '33,  American  Red 

Cross  Commissioner  for  Far 

Eastern  Area 

Hampden-Sydney  men  seem  especially  useful  as  high- 
grade  Red  Cross  workers.  In  The  Record  of  October, 
1946  (p.  8),  was  published  a  brief  outline  of  the  success 
of  Mr.  W.  W.  Jefferson,  '31,  in  this  field  of  endeavor. 
The  Nippon  Times  Magazine  of  October  5,  1946,  con- 
tained a  full-page  article  and  picture  of  Mr.  Robert 
Clyde  Lewis,  '31,  Director  of  Operations  of  the  Red 
Cross  in  the  Far  Eastern  Theater.  From  this  article  we 
quote  freely:  "Lewis  is  the  superintendent  of  all  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  Operations  in  the  Philippines,  Ryukyus, 
Japan,  Korea,  China,  and  Australia.  .  .  He  has  under 
him  1,100  Red  Cross  Field  Workers  .  .  .  with  these 
groups  of  leaders,  Mr.  Lewis  directs  the  efforts  of  some 
6,300  people  who  spend  all  their  time  ministering  to 
the  welfare  of  service  personnel  and  distressed  allied 
civilians.  .  .  He  will  supervise  the  spending  of  some 
eight  million  dollars  this  year."  He  has  qualities  of 
leadership  which  have  won  for  him  the  respect  and  con- 
fidence of  his  whole  staff.  He  is  a  Commissioner  "but 
he  is  not  the  Washington  bureaucrat  his  high-sounding 
title  suggests." 

Rev.  William  Warren  Sprouse,  D.  D., 
A  Flower-Growing  Pastor 

The  Third  Presbyterian  Church  of  Staunton,  Va.,  was 
organized  in  1917,  and  called  as  pastor  Rev.  William 
Warren  Sprouse,  '13,  fresh  from  the  Seminary.  After 
thirty  years)  he  is  still  its  pastor,  a  Doctor  of  Divinity, 
the  father  of  three  sons  and  a  daughter,  and  a  successful 
grower  of  flowers.  The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  o'f 
November  15,  1946,  carried  an  article  emphasizing  this 
last-mentioned  activity  of  the  good  pastor  with  a  pic- 
ture showing  him  standing  among  his  shrubs.  The 
reporter  says:  "The  manse  is  now  almost  hidden  by  ever- 
greens and  shrubs,  and  the  large  lot  back  of  the  church 
is  as  full  of  flowering  plants  and  evergreens — laid  out 
in  neat  rows — as  any  nursery." 

Flower  culture  enables  the  pastor  to  take  physical 
exercise,  to  present  plants  to  his  young  friends  moving 
into  new  homes  of  their  own,  to  bring  cheer  and  comfort 
to  the  sick  rooms  and  hospital  wards.  Thus  he  finds  his 
hobby  an  aid  in  his  pastoral  work.  The  doctor  is  said  to 
have  taken  his  text  on  one  occasion  from  a  seedsman's 
catalogue,  the  words  being,  "Be  careful  with  your  weakest 
seedlings,  because  they  can  make  your  finest  plants."

farm  will  be  accomplished."

Necrology 


PRATT.  Two  members  of  the  Pratt  family  belonged  to  the  Class  of 
1893;  after  college  days  both  were  connected  with  the  G.  B.  Pratt  Oil 
Company  of  Hackensack,  N.  J.  Henry  B.  Pratt,  Jr.,  was  vice  president 
of  the  Company  and  Paul  Pratt  was  its  Superintendent.  The  former  died 
December  21,  1943;  the  latter  died  on  September  28,  1946.  Our  records 
show  that  Mr.  Paul  Pratt,  on  Octobers,  '892,  married  Miss  Belle  Newell 
at  Havre  de  Grace,  Md.  They  had  four  sons  and  two  daughters.  The 
College  would  value  further  data  as  to  the  life  and  activities  of  this 
alumnus. 

LACY.  Mrs.  Mary  Seddon  Lacy,  daughter  of  Judge  Asa  Dupuy 
Dickinson  and  his  second  wife,  Mrs.  Sarah  Cabell  Irvine  Dickinson, 
was  born  at  "Springfield,"  Prince  Edward  County,  Va.,  May  18,  1862, 
and  died  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  November  27,  1946. 

Her  father,  of  the  Class  of  1836,  was  a  prominent  man  of  his  day — 
member  of  the  Virginia  House  of  Delegates  and  of  the  State  Senate; 
member  of  the  Confederate  States  House  of  Representatives;  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court;  ruling  Elder  of  College  Church;  a  Trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  from  1847  to  his  death  in  1882.  Mrs.  Lacy  was  next 
to  the  youngest  of  a  large  family  of  children,  six  sons  and  five  daughters, 
of  whom  but  two  are  now  living,  both  daughters — the  eldest  and  the 
youngest. 

She  married  Rev.  J.  Horace  Lacy,  D.  D.,  a  gifted  minister  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  (South),  sound  theologian,  faithful  pastor,  eloquent 
preacher  who  died  some  years  ago.  They  were  the  parents  of  one  daughter, 
Margaret,  and  of  three  sons,  J.Horace,  Seddon,  and  Rev.  Graham  Lacy — 
all  of  whom  are  living. 

Mrs.  Lacy  inherited  the  good  qualities  of  a  line  of  distinguished 
ancestors.  One  who  knew  her  well  has  said  of  her,  "She  was  lovely  in 
person  and  in  character" — a  statement  which  well  describes  this  pastor's 
wife,  Christian  mother,  and  Southern  lady. 

WALKER.  Rev  William  Townes  Walker,  Class  of  1889,  aged  82, 
died  in  Lynchburg,  Va.,  November  28,  1946.  He  was  born  in  Goochland 
County,  Va.,  at  the  home  of  his  maternal  grandfather,  Mr.  Richard 
Sampson.  For  more  than  fifty  years,  he  was  active  as  a  Presbyterian 
minister;  but  for  some  time  ill  health  had  necessitated  his  retirement; 
his  last  pastorate  was  at  Millboro,  Va.,  and  there  he  was  buried.  He  is 
survived  by  a  brother,  Dr.  John  Walker,  of  Lynchburg,  by  six  daughters, 
two  sons,  and  seven  grandchildren. 

BOWEN.  Brounley  Baker  Bowen,  of  the  Class  of  1906,  was  born  in 
Moorefield,  W.  Va.,  and  died  in  Detroit,  Mich.,  on  October  13,  1946, 
aged  59.  He  was  a  nephew  of  the  late  Dr.  Charles  W.  Sommerville,  1890, 
and  of  Dr.  Richard  C.  Sommerville,  1896;  and  thus  was  a  cousin  of 
Courtenay  S.  Welton,  '10,  and  Felix  B.  Welton,  '21.  For  a  time  after 
graduation,  Mr.  Bowen  taught;  for  thirty  years  he  was  in  the  employ 
of  the  D.  M.  Ferry  Company,  Seedsmen,  of  Detroit.  Later  he  had  served 
as  night  clerk  in  the  Grace  and  Ford  Hospitals. 

His  body  was  brought  back  to  Moorefield  and  interred  in  the  old 
family  cemetery. 

MORTON.  Mr.  Samuel  Packwood  Morton,  Jr.,  was  born  in  Balti- 
more, Md.,  in  1870,  son  of  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Morton  and  Mrs.  Catherine 
Margaret  Morton.  His  grandfather,  Mr.  George  Copeland  Morton,  was 
the  French  Vice  Consul  in  Baltimore.  Mr.  Morton  was  descended  from 
Captain  John  Morton,  Academy  and  Charter  Trustee  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  an  officer  of  a  Company  in  the  Revolutionary  War 


in  which  six  of  Captain  Alorton's  sons  served.  As  a  memorial  to  his 
ancestor,  Mr.  S.  P.  Morton,  Jr.,  with  the  advice  of  President  Eggleston, 
erected  in  1936,  the  fine  class-room  building,  "Morton  Hall,"  on  the 
campus  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  thus  supplying  a  long-felt  need 
and  honoring  one  of  the  founders  of  the  College.  Mr.  Morton  was  never 
married.  He  is  survived  by  three  brothers — Messrs.  Frederick  M., 
John  S.,  and  S.  McDonald  Morton — and  by  a  sister,  Mrs.  James  B. 
Piatt,  of  Baltimore.  The  College  has  lost  a  friend  to  whom  it  owes  much. 

MOORE.  Mrs.  Loula  Fries  Moore,  widow  of  the  late  Dr.  Walter  W. 
Moore,  president  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  Va., 
died  in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  on  August  20,  1946.  This  good  lady 
(nee  Fries)  was  a  member  of  an  old  and  prominent  family  of  Old  Salem, 
N.  C.  She  married  Dr.  Moore  in  1886  while  the  Seminary  was  still  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  where  she  is  remembered  by  friends  of  the  past. 
This  was  her  home  until  1898,  when  the  Seminary  was  moved  to  Rich- 
mond; her  home  had  been  there  ever  since.  Mrs.  Moore  was  active 
in  good  works,  able  to  gratify  her  desires  to  help  the  causes  of  the 
church  and  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  those  in  distress  and  need. 
She  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Ginter  Park  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  was  the  founder  of  the  W.  W.  Moore  Hospital  Fund  which  pro- 
vides free  care  in  Richmond  hospitals  for  the  students  in  the  Seminary. 

Mrs.  Moore  left  two  daughters:  Mrs.  Andrew  R.  Bird,  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  Miss  Mary  Louise  Moore,  of  Richmond.  Her  two  sons  are 
alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College:  Walter  Vogler  Moore,  of  the 
fine  class  of  1910,  and  Francis  Hudson  Moore,  '12,  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
Hers  was  a  kindly  spirit;  none  named  her  but  to  praise. 

HOPE.  Dr.  William  Thomas  Hope,  of  the  fine  Class  of  1910,  died 
at  his  home  in  Baxter  Springs,  Kan.,  on  July  6,  1946,  aged  64  years. 
His  death  was  caused  by  a  heart  attack.  According  to  our  records  he 
graduated  at  the  Kansas  City  Dental  College  in  1913.  He  had  prac- 
ticed his  profession  in  Baxter  Springs  for  thirty-three  years.  He  is 
survived  by  his  wife  to  whom  the  Alumni  Secretary  has  written  sym- 
pathy at  the  passing  of  a  classmate. 

WALTON.  Mr.  Charles  Cortland  Walton  II  died  on  September  18, 
1946,  in  Richmond,  Va.  He  was  born  in  Cumberland  County,  Va., 
May  23,  1880,  at  the  home  of  his  grandfather,  Dr.  R.  Peyton  Walton, 
and  belonged  to  a  family  long  residing  and  prominent  in  Cumberland 
County.  Mr.  Walton  was  a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati 
and  of  other  social  and  business  organizations.  His  wife  was  Miss 
Isabel  Moniz  Santos,  of  Norfolk,  who  with  a  son,  C.  C.  Walton  III, 
of  the  class  of  1924,  survives. 

LOWERY.  Mr.  John  Evans  Lowery,  of  the  Class  of  1900,  was  a 
native  of  Norfolk,  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Laura  Anne 
Barham  Lowery,  and  he  had  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  life  in  that 
city,  where  he  died  on  November  17,  1946,  aged  68.  During  much  of 
his  adult  life  he  had  been  a  teacher,  most  of  the  time  connected  with 
the  Norview  High  School  and  the  Robert  E.  Lee  School;  though  his 
duties  as  an  educator  had  carried  him  to  West  Virginia  and  Alabama. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  by  one  son,  Theodore  A.  Lowery,  and  by 
three  daughters — Mrs.  E.  R.  McDannald,  Mrs.  George  C.  Hunt, 
and  Miss  Anne  Lowery.  He  was  buried  in  the  Elmwood  Cemetery.

DANIEL.  Mr.  Benjamin  F.  Daniel  was  for  years  a  faithful  and 
efficient  member  of  the  College  force  at  Hampden-Sydney,  and  in 
winter  resided  on  the  Hill.  He  died,  aged  68,  at  his  home  about  three 
miles  from  the  College,  on  November  15,  1946.  Death  was  the  result 
of  a  heart  attack,  a  malady  from  which  he  had  suffered  for  some  time. 
Mr.  Daniel  is  survived  by  a  son  and  a  daughter. 

Highly  respected  by  all  who  knew  him,  he  was  a  member  of  College 
Church  and  of  Farmville  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  Funeral  services  were 
conducted  by  his  pastor,  Dr.  W.  T.  Williams,  and  he  was  buried  in 
the  church  cemetery. 

WOODS.  Corlandt  Barrett  Woods  was  born  in  Greensboro,  Ky., 
August  21,  1859,  and  died  at  Bellaire  (near  Houston),  Texas,  March  23, 
1946.  In  some  respects  his  was  a  sad  life.  After  leaving  college  and 
while  engaged  in  business,  he  developed  lung  trouble;  was  advised  to  go  to 
a  southern  climate,  and  finally  made  his  home  in  Mexico  City,  where 
he  was  a  merchant  and  a  contractor.  There  he  prospered  for  a  time; 
but  because  of  unsettled  political  conditions,  he  found  it  difficult  to 
become  adjusted.  Throughout  life  he  had  his  full  share  of  troubles, 
trials  and  losses  but,  he  met  these  with  the  courage  of  a  Spartan  and 
the  resignation  of  a  Christian.  The  last  few  years  of  his  life  were  spent 
in  the  home  of  his  son  in  Bellaire,  Texas. 

A  friend  has  been  able  to  say  of  Mr.  Woods:  "In  a  correspondence 
covering  a  period  of  some  years  there  has  been  in  his  letters  no  mur- 
muring, no  hint  of  complaint,  no  pining  at  loss  of  health  and  hearing. 
Instead,  he  has  stressed  his  love  for  his  daughter-in-law,  his  appreciation 
of  her  kindness  to  him,  and  his  gratitude  to  God  for  His  mercies." 
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Besides  his  son,  Mr.  Woods  is  survived  by  five  daughters,  fourteen 
grandchildren  and  four  great-grandchildren. 

Of  the  group  of  happy  boys  of  the  Class  of  1880,  only  three  are  now 
(December,  1946)  alive. 

GRAHAM.  James  Montgomery  Graham,  of  the  Class  of  1906  was 
a  native  of  Wythe  County,  Va.,  a  prominent  banker,  and  a  useful 
citizen.  After  leaving  College  he  first  engaged  in  farming,  then  became 
cashier  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  in  1924.  When  that  bank  merged  with 
the  First  National  Bank  of  Southwest  Virginia,  he  was  elected  Cashier 
of  the  enlarged  institution,  the  First  National  Farmers  Bank  of  Wythe- 
ville,  and  from  that  time  was  well  known  in  the  Virginia  Bankers  As- 
sociation and  in  general  banking  circles  of  the  state.  Mr.  Graham  died 
in  Wytheville  on  November  16,  1946.  His  wife  was  the  former  Miss 
Mary  L.  Campbell  of  Pulaski,  who  with  one  son,  James  M.  Graham,  Jr., 
survives.  Another  son,  Frank  Campbell  Graham,  a  graduate  of  the 
U.  S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  was  killed  in  the  Pacific  early  in 
the  late  war.  Two  sisters  are  Airs.  William  Fulton  and  E.  A.  Sanders  of 
Wytheville;  two  brothers  are  Dr.  William  Tate  Graham,  1894,  dis- 
tinguished orthopedic  surgeon,  and  Mr.  Robert  C.  Graham,  '06. 
Friends  of  his  college  days  are  distressed  to  know  that  "Sunny  Jim" 
has  passed  away. 

HUDDLESTON.  Our  good  friend,  Mrs.  Lafayette  Huddleston,  was 
born  in  Dandridge,  Tenn.,  February  5,  1871,  and  died  in  the  home  of 
her  daughter,  Mrs.  Austin  Craig  in  Warren,  Ohio,  on  November  12, 
1946,  after  an  illness  of  three  months.  She  was  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  Henderson,  of  Tennessee;  on  September  13,  1891,  she  married 
Mr.  Lafayette  Huddleston  who  died  in  190S.  This  good  lady  is  survived 
by  her  daughter,  by  a  niece — Miss  Annette  Henderson — and  by  two 
brothers,  Messrs.  C.  W.  and  J.  T.  Henderson  of  Knoxville.  Her  body 
was  laid  to  rest  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  Knoxville. 

A  trained  dietician,  for  38  years  Mrs.  Huddleston  was  employed  in 
her  professional  capacity  in  colleges  in  the  South.  She  will  long  be 
remembered  at  Hampden-Sydney  for  her  efficient  and  faithful  labors 
as  head  of  the  College  Club.  To  this  work  she  devoted  her  life  for  many 
years,  diligent  in  business,  undismayed  by  difficulties,  doing  her  duty 
patiently  and  well.   A  good,  true  woman  has  gone  to  her  reward. 

LAWSON.  John  Worth  Kern  Lawson,  '42,  was  son  of  Dr.  George 
B.  Lawson  and  Mrs.  Julia  Kern  Lawson,  of  Roanoke.  Va.  He  was  a 
first  lieutenant  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps;  served  for  eighteen  months  on 
Submarine  Control  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  on  the  Caribbean  Sea 
when  the  danger  from  submarines  was  at  its  height.  He  received  the 
Air  Medal  for  his  work  in  that  service.  As  a  first  lieutenant  based  on 
Saipan  and  as  pilot  for  a  B-29,  the  young  officer  was  reported  "Missing 
in  Action"  since  January  3,  1945,  on  his  fifth  mission  over  Japan,  and 
some  months  ago  by  the  War  Department  was  declared  lost.  How 
dreadful  is  war! 

RICHARDSON.  Hampden-Sydney  College  has  always  owed  much 
to  friends  in  Farmville,  Va.;  but  to  few  has  it  been  more  indebted  than 
to  Mr.  George  Richardson  whose  interest  and  aid  helped  in  time  of  need. 
This  good  and  useful  citizen  was  born  in  the  home  of  his  maternal  grand- 
mother in  Ray  County,  Mo.,  on  December  9,  1855,  and  died  in  his  home 
in  Farmville,  Va.,  on  October  9,  1946.  His  father,  Mr.  Temple  Davis 
Richardson,  "belonged  t'o  a  family  that  for  more  than  two  centuries 
produced  successful  planters  and  landowners."  in  Prince  Edward  and 
adjoining  counties.  His  mother  was  Miss  Elizabeth  Austin  Rives; 
among  the  more  prominent  in  Prince  Edward  seventy  years  ago  were 
his  half-brothers,  Major  Henry  Rives  Hooper,  clerk  of  Prince  Edward 
County,  and  Hon.  Benjamin  S.  Hooper,  member  of  the  U.  S.  Congress 
from  this  district. 

Mr.  Richardson  came  to  live  in  Farmville  in  early  childhood,  was  in 
business  with  his  brothers  for  a  time,  and  went  into  business  for  him- 
self in  1883,  later  erecting  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Second  Streets  the 
building  in  which  his  son.  Mr.  Walter  J.  Richardson,  now  carries  on.  He 
married  Miss  Alice  Edmonia  Holman  in  1883,  and  for  sixty-three  years 
their's  has  been  a  home  of  kindly  hospitality,  Christian  culture  and 
domestic  happiness. 


Mr.  Richardson  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two  sons — George  Richardson, 
Jr.,  '10,  a  distinguished  lawyer  of  Bluefield,  W.  Va.,  and  Walter  J. 
Richardson,  mentioned  above;  four  daughters  and  a  number  of  de- 
scendants of  the  3d  and  4th  generations.  A  charming  and  beautiful 
daughter.  Miss  Elizabeth  Richardson,  though  frail  and  fully  conscious 
that  her  time  on  earth  must  be  short,  decided  that  her  life  should  be  use- 
ful and  as  far  as  possible  normal — and  made  it  so  until  the  end  in  1912. 
Among  Mr.  Richardson's  grandsons  Hampden-Sydney  is  proud  to 
claim  George  Richardson  III,  '36,  Robert  M.  Richardson,  '38,  and 
Hoskins  M.  Sclater,  '40 — all  lawyers  and  worthy  descendants  of  their 
honored  grandfather. 

King  Solomon  had  in  mind  men  like  George  Richardson  when  he 
wrote:  "The  fear  of  the  Lord  prolongeth  days  .  .  .  The  way  of  the  Lord 
is  strength  to  the  upright."  (Proverbs  10:27  an^  29.) 

FLEMING.  The  older  alumni  will  remember  the  Fleming  Brothers, 
of  Richmond,  who  figured  prominently  in  their  college  years  at  Hampden- 
Sydney:  Lewis,  1894,  wno  was  accidentally  shot  while  hunting;  Rives, 
1896,  who  by  his  loyalty  and  courage  won  the  baseball  game  in  Rich- 
mond in  the  spring  of  1906;  Peyton,  '07,  kindly  gentleman  and  skillful 
on  the  tennis  court;  Carl,  '09,  fleet  end  on  the  football  eleven.  To 
Carl,  friends  at  Hampden-Sydney  would  extend  sincere  sympathy  in 
the  bereavements  which  he  has  suffered  and  especially  in  the  last,  the 
death  of  his  wife  which  occurred  at  her  home  in  Richmond  on  Septem- 
ber 19,  1946.  Mrs.  Fleming  was  a  daughter  of  the  late  John  K.  Jones, 
Esq.,  and  Mrs.  Mary  B.  W.  Jones,  and  was  a  pupil  at  Miss  Ellen's 
School,  famous  in  its  day  in  Richmond.  As  stated  in  the  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch:  "Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fleming  lost  two  sons  in  World  War  II, 
both  while  serving  with  the  air  forces  overseas.  Their  younger  son. 
Lieutenant  John  W.  Fleming,  was  reported  missing  over  Sardinia  in 
November  1943,  and  their  elder  son,  Lieutenant  Colonel  Carl  Fleming, 
Jr.,  was  shot  down  over  Germany  in  March  1945." 

Funeral  services  for  Mrs.  Fleming  were  held  at  the  grave  in  Holly- 
wood Cemetery.  Of  this  family,  Air.  Fleming  and  a  daughter,  Miss 
Doris  Fleming,  alone  are  left  to  mourn  the  loss  of  wife  and  mother. 

CROCKETT.  William  Hodges  Crockett,  1944,  was  the  son  of  Mr. 
William  B.  Crockett,  of  the  Class  of  1912.  He  was  a  lieutenant  in  the 
U.  S.  A.  Air  Corps,  having  trained  at  Maxwell  Field,  Ala.  Many  months 
ago,  Lieutenant  Crockett  was  reported  missing  in  the  Southwest  Pacific; 
but  as  his  plane  was  shot  down  very  near  an  island  inhabited  by  friendly 
natives,  his  parents  had  hoped  that  the  crew  had  been  rescued  and 
that  their  son  might  come  back  safe.  Finally,  however,  the  War  Depart- 
ment has  given  up  hope  and  has  reported  the  plane  and  crew  as  lost. 
The  young  man  was  a  promising  youth,  a  devoted  son,  and  a  consistent 
Christian. 

THOMAS.  John  Daniel  Thomas,  M.  D.,  of  the  Class  of  1889,  prac- 
ticed his  profession  for  years  in  Washington,  D.  C,  but  for  some  time 
had  retired  from  active  work.  He  was  found  dead  in  his  apartment 
on  July  15,  1946.  Death  was  probably  due  to  heart  trouble,  as  several 
members  of  this  Wytheville  family  have  been  carried  off  by  that  ailment. 

KNOEDLER.  Mr.  Carl  Olsen  Knoedler,  '25,  died  July  12,  1946. 
No  details  of  his  death  have  come  to  the  alumni  office.  He  was  a  news- 
paper man.  He  was  temporarily  telegraph  editor  in  Fort  W7orth,  Texas. 
Later  his  work  was  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  where  his  home  address 
was  517  Houston  Street. 

HOPKINS.  Dr.  George  West  Diehl,  'n,  has  reported  that  Mrs. 
Hopkins,  wife  of  Judge  W'illiam  Broadnax  Hopkins,  of  the  Class  of 
1886,  died  in  Corpus  Christi,  Texas,  during  the  summer  of  1946.  This 
lady,  before  her  marriage,  was  Miss  Edna  Halsey,  of  Nueces  County, 
Texas.  She  and  Judge  Hopkins  had  been  married  nearly  fifty  years. 
There  were  two  children:  Captain  William  B.  Hopkins,  Jr.,  U.  S.  A., 
and  Mrs.  Richard  Furman,  of  Laredo,  Texas.  Friends  in  Virginia 
feel  for  the  aging  Judge  sincere  sympathy  in  this  time  of  trial.  He 
has  the  abiding  comfort  of  sweet  memories  of  a  happy  life,  devoted  to 
public  and  private  duties,  all  performed  conscientiously  and  well.

The  only  bright  spot  in  our 
past  football  season  was  the  de- 
feat of  Randolph-Macon  at  Ash- 
land in  their  Home-Coming 
November  16.  The  Jackets  had 
spoiled  the  afternoon  feature  for 
the  Tigers  at  their  own  Home- 
Coming,  October  19,  by  the  score 
of  6  to  o.  In  the  return  game, 
which  the  Richmond  papers  de- 
scribed as  a  typical  "Blood 
Battle,"  the  Tigers  saddened  the 
Methodist  home-comers  by 
downing  their  eleven  14  to  o. 
President  Gammon,  who  with 
Governor  Tuck  and  other  nota- 
bles, witnessed  the  contest  from

and  Lee  and  Washington  College,  winning  handily  in 
this  latter  game,  but  suffering  heavy  defeats  against 
the  power  squads  of  the  State.

Basketball 

Coach  Frank  Summers  had  his  basketball  squad  prac- 
ticing a  few  nights  every  week  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  football  season,  and  this  policy  is  now  paying  divi- 
dends. In  pre-Christmas  games  the  quint  has  split  even 
in  four  contests.  Lynchburg  College  and  Roanoke  College 
have  both  been  defeated,  the  first  78  to  34,  the  latter 
57  to  39,  in  games  on  the  home  court.  Duke  was  given 
a  bad  scare  in  a  61  to  51  battle  in  Durham,  the  Tigers 
outscoring  the  Blue  Devils  in  the  second  half.  The  team 
went  on  to  Annapolis  to  get  a  severe  setback  by  Navy, 
71  to  41. 

There  are  twelve  men  of  the  Varsity  squad  and  fifteen 
in  the  Junior  Varsity  under  Coach  A.  T.  Howard.  This 
latter  group  has  a  number  of  fine  potential  players  who 
will  be  tested  in  a  fourteen-game  schedule  of  their  own. 

The  Varsity  starting  line-up  has  four  letter  men  in  it. 
They  are:  George  Bales,  of  Clifton  Forge;  Bill  Balas,  of 
McKeesport,  Pa.;  Leslie  Pugh,  of  Lynchburg,  and  Jesse 
Hutcheson,  of  Farmville.  Ray  Vulgan,  of  Ford  City, 
Pa.,  is  the  lone  freshman.  In  addition  to  these,  Bill 
Harvie,  of  Huntington,  W.  Va.,  a  letterman,  is  playing 
his  share  of  each  game  and  is  classified  as  a  potential 
starter.
